The  object  of  the  present  work  is  clearly  announced  in 
its  title.  It  is  to  collect  within  a  small  compass  the  in- 
atructions  of  unerripg  wisdom  upon  a  great  variety  of  sub- 
jects which  relate  to  the  present  and  eternal  interests  of 
men,  and  comprising  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  a  super 
natural  revelation.  A  reference  to  the  list  of  subjects

Ac  6:  1  In  those  days,  when  the  number  of  the  disdpl' 
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Elders  —  Baptism  and  Lord'8  Supper. 

was  multiplied,  there  arose  a  munnuring  of  the  Grecians 
against  the  Hebrews,  because  their  widows  were  neglected  in 
the  daily  ministration.  2  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude 
of  the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that  we 
should  leave  the  word  of  God,  and  serve  tables.  3  Wherefore, 
brethren,  look  ^e  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest  report, 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business.  4  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually 
to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word.  5  And  the  saying 
pleased  the  whole  multitude :  and  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man 
ftdl  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus, 
and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas  a  prose- 
lyte of  Antioch,  6  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and 
when  they  had  prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

1  Tim.  3:  8  Likewise  must  the  deacons  be  grave,  not  double- 
tongued,  not  given  tp  much  wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre ; 
9  Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  conscience.  10 
And  let  these  also  first  be  proved ;  then  let  them  use  the  ofl5ce 
of  a  deacon,  being  found  blameless.  1 1  Even  so  must  their 
wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in  all  things.  12 
Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling  their 
children  and  their  own  houses  well.  13  For  they  that  have 
used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well,  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

103.  Had  any  primitive  churches  a  plurality  of  elders  ? 

Ac  14:  23  When  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every 
church,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them 
to  the  Lord.  —  20:  17  From  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and 
called  the  elders  of  the  church. 

Tit.  1:  5  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain 
elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee. 

Jam.  5:  14  Is  any  sick  among  you?  let  him  call  for  the 
elders  of  the  church. 

CHURCH  ORDINANCES. 

104.  Baptism  and  lord's  Supper  appointed. 

Mat.  26:  26  As  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed  it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said. 
Take,  eat ;  this  is  my  body.  27  And  he  took  the  cup,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying.  Drink  ye  all  of  it : 
28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testam^it,  which  is  shed 
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for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.  29  But  I  say  unto  you,  I 
will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,  untU  that 
day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  my  Father's  kingdom. 
30  And  when  they  had  sung  a  hynm,  they  went  out  into  the 
mount  of  Olives.  [Mk.  14:  22  —  25.  Lk.  22:  14  —  20.]  — 
28:  19  Gro  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

1  Cor.  11:  23  I  have  received  of  the  Lord,  that  which  also 

1  delivered  unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  ^ame  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread :  24  And  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  brake  eV,  and  said.  Take,  eat :  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  25 
After  the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood : 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it^  in  remembrance  of  me.  26  For 
as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew 
the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 

105.  Preparation  required  of  partakers  at  the  Lord's  Supper. 

1  Cor.  5:  7  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may 
be  a  new  lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  our 
passover  is  sacrificed  for  us:  8  Therefore  let  us  keep  the 
feast,  not  with  old  leaven,  neither  with  the  leaven  of  malice 
and  wickedness ;  but  with  the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity 
and  truth.  — 11:  27  Whosoever  shall  eat  tliis  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  the  Lord.  28  But  let  a  man  examine  himself, 
and  so  let  liim  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  29  For 
he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and  drinketh 
damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body.  30  For 
this  cause  many  are  weak  and  siddy  among  you,  and  many 
sleep.    [See  397.] 

106.  Church  ordinances  a  privilege. 

Ps.  27:  4  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  that  will  I 
seek  after ;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the 
days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  in- 
quire in  his  temple. — 36:  8  They  shall  be  abundantly  satisfied 
with  the  fatness  of  thy  house,  and  thou  shalt  make  them  drink 
of  the  river  of  thy  pleasures.  —  63:  1  O  God,  thou  art  my 
God ;  early  will  I  seek  thee :  my  soul  thirsteth  for  thee,  my  fiesh 
longeth  for  thee  in  a  dry  and  thirsty  land,  where  no.  water  is ; 

2  To  see  thy  power  and  thy  glory,  so  ow  I  have  seen  thee  in 
the  sanctuary.  —  65:  4  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  choosest, 
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and  caosest  to  approach  unto  thee,  that  he  may  dwell  in  thy 
courts :  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  goodness  of  thy  house, 
even  of  thy  holy  temple.  —  84: 1  How  amiable  are  thy  taberna- 
cles, O  Lord  of  hosts !  2  My  soul  longeth,  yea,  even  fainteth 
for  the  courts  of  the  Lord  :  my  heart  and  my  flesh  crieth  out 
for  the  living  God.  3  Yea,  the  sparrow  hath  found  an  house, 
and  the  swallow  a  nest  for  herself,  where  she  may  lay  her 
young,  even  thine  altars,  O  Lord  of  hosts,  my  King,  and  my 
Grod.  4  Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house :  they  will 
be  still  praising  thee.  10  For  a  day  in  thy  courts  w  better 
than  a  thousand.  I  had  nMther  be  a  door-keeper  in  the  house 
of  my  God,  than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of  wickedness.  —  87:  5 
Of  Zion  it  shall  be  said,  This  and  that  man  was  bom  in  her : 
and  the  ELighest  himself  shall  establish  her.  6  The  Lord 
shall  count,  when  he  writeth  up  the  people,  that  this  man  was 
bom  there.  —  92: 13  Those  that  be  planted  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God.  14  They 
shall  still  bring  forth  fruit  in  old  age ;  they  shall  be  fat  and 
flourishing.     [See  658.] 

107.  Profession  of  religion  and  observance  of  Christian  ordinances  exempli' 
fied  and  required. 

Dt  26: 17  Thou  hast  avouched  the  Lord  this  day  to  be  thy 
God,  and  to  walk  in  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his  statutes,  and  his 
commandments,  and  his  judgments,  and  to  hearken  unto  his 
voice :  18  And  the  Lord  hath  avouched  thee  this  day  to  be 
his  peculiar  people,  as  he  hath  promised  thee,  and  that  thou 
Bhouldest  keep  all  lus  commandments. 

Is.  44:  5  One  shall  say,  I  am  the  Lord's  ;  and  another  shall 
call  himself  hy  the  name  of  Jacob ;  and  another  shall  subscribe 
with  bis  hand  unto  the  Lord,  and  surname  himself  hj  the  name 
of  Israel. 

Mat.  5:  15  Neither  do  men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under 
a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick :  and  it  giveth  light  unto  all  that 
are  in  the  house.  16  Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that 
they  may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  wliich 
is  in  heaven.

CHURCH  ORDER,  DISCIPLINE,  FELLOWSHIP,  ETC. 
108.  An  early  ecclesiastical  convention. 

Ac  15: 5  There  rose  up  certain  of  the  sect  of  the  Pharisees, 
which  believed,  saying,  That  it  was  needful  to  circumcise  them, 
and  to  command  them  to  keep  the  law  of  Moses.  6  And  the 
apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to  consider  of  this  matter. 
22  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and  elders,  with  the  whole 
church,  to  send  chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to  Antioch, 
with  Paul  and  Barnabas ;  namely,  Judas  sumamed  Barsabas, 
and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  brethren :  23  And  they  wrote 
letters  by  them  after  this  manner ;  The  apostles,  and  elders, 
and  brethren,  send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  which  are  of  the 
Grentiles  in  Antioch,  and  Syria,  and  Cilicia.  24  Forasmuch 
as  we  have  heard,  that  certain  which  went  out  from  us,  have 
troubled  you  with  words,  subverting  your  souls,  saying,  Te 
must  be  circumcised,  and  keep  the  law ;  to  whom  we  gave  no 
such  commandment :  25  It  seemed  good  unto  us,  being  as- 
sembled with  one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto  you,  with 
our  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul :  26  Men  that  have  hazarded 
their  lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  27  We 
have  sent  therefore  Judas  and  Silas  who  shall  also  tell  i/au  the 
same  things  by  mouth.  28  For  it  seemed  good  to  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  to  us,  to  lay  upon  you  no  greater  burden  than  these 
necessary  things;  29  That  ye  abstain  from  meats  offered 
to  idols,  and  from  blood,  and  from  things  strangled,  and  from 
fornication :  from  which  if  ye  keep  yourselves,  ye  shall  do  weD, 
Fare  ye  well. 
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109.  Church  discipline. 

Ps.  141: 5  Let  the  righteous  smite  me ;  it  shall  he  a  kindness ; 
and  let  him  reprove  me ;  it  shall  be  an  excellent  oil,  which  shall 
not  break  my  head. 

Mat.  18: 15  If  thj  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go 
and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee  and  him  alone :  if  he  shsil 
hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.  16  But  if  he  will  not 
hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth 
of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  be  established.  17 
And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church : 
but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a 
heathen  man  and  a  pubKcan. 

1  CJor.  5:  4  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye 
are  gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  5  To  deliver  such  an  one  unto  Satan  for 
the  destruction  of  the  f  esh,  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  9  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle, 
not  to  company  with  fornicators :  10  Yet  not  altogether  with 
the  fornicators  of  this  world,  or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortion- 
ers, or  with  idolaters :  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the 
world.  11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep 
company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator, 
or  covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an 
extortioner :  with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat  1 2  For  what  have 
I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  that  are  mthout?  do  not  ye  judge 
them  that  are  within?  13  But  them  that  are  without  God 
judgeth.  Therefore  put  away  from  among  yourselves  that 
wicked  person. 

Gral.  6: 1  Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which 
are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness ; 
considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

2  Th.  3:  6  We  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  every 
brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradition 
which  he  received  of  us.  14  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company  with 
him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed.  15  Yet  count  him  not  as  an 
enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brother. 

Tit  3:  10  A  man  that  is  an  heretic,  after  the  first  and 
second  admonition,  reject ;  11  Ejiowing  that  he  that  is  such,  is 
subverted,  and  sinneth,  being  condemned  of  himself. 

Rev.  2:  2  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy  labor,  and  thy  patience, 
and  how  thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are  evil ;  and  thou 
hast  tried  them  which  say  they  are  apostles,  and  are  not ;  and 
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hast  found  them  liars :     3  And  hast  borne,  and  hast  patience, 
and  for  my  name's  sake  hast  labored,  and  hast  not  fainted. 
[See  610.] 

110.  Directions  for  the  edification  of  churches. 

Bom.  12:  4  As  we  have  many  members  in  one  body,  and. 
all  members  have  not  the  same  office :  5  So  we,  hdng  many, 
are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  every  one  members  one  of  another. 
6  Having  then  gifts,  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  is 
given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  ht  us  prophes/if  according  to  the 
proportion  of  faith ;  7  Or  ministry,  let  ws  wait  on  our  minister- 
ing :  or  he  that  teaeheth,  on  teaching :  8  Or  he  that  exhorteth, 
on  exhortation:  he  that  giveth,  let  Mm  do  it  with  simplicity: 
he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence ;  he  that  sheweth  mercy,  with 
cheerfulness.  9  Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.  Abhor 
that  which  is  evil ;  cleave  to  that  wliich  is  good.  \0  Be  kindly 
affectioned  one  to  another  with  brotherly  love ;  in  honor  pre- 
ferring one  another. — 14:  19  Let  us  therefore  follow  after  the 
things  which  make  for  peace,  and  things  wherewith  one  may 
edify  another. — 15:  1  We  then  that  are  strong  ought  to  bear 
the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves.  2  Let 
every  one  of  us  please  his  neighbor  for  his  good  to  edification. 
8  For  even  Christ  pleased  not  liimself. 

Ep.  4:  15  But  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may  grow  up  into 
him  in  all  things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ:  16  From 
whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  together  and  compacted  by 
that  which  every  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  efiTectual 
working  in  the  measure  of  every  part,  maketh  increase  of  the 
body  unto  the  edifying  of  itself  in  love.

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111.  Brotherly  love,  feUowskipj  and  unity  in  churches, required  and  exem- 
lijif.d. 

1  S.  18:  3  Then  Jonathan  and  David  made  a  covenant,  be- 
c^aase  he  loved  him  as  his  own  soul. 

2  S.  1:  26  I  am  distressed  for  thee,  my  brother  Jonathan: 
"Very  pleasant  hast  thou  been  unto  me :  thy  love  to  me  was 
'wonderful,  passing  the  love  of  women. 

Ps.  133: 1  Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for 
Iwethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity!  2  It  is  like  the  pre- 
cious ointment  upon  the  head,  that  ran  down  upon  the  beard,

32:  8  When  the  Most  High  divided  to  the  nations  their 
inheritance,  when  lie  separated  the  sons  of  Adam,  he  set  the 
bounds  of  the  people  according  to  the  number  of  the  children 
of  Israel.  9  For  the  Lord's  portion t5  his  people;  Jacob  is 
the  lot  of  his  inheritance. 

Jos.  1:  4  From  the  wilderness  and  this  Lebanon  even  unto 
the  great  river,  the  river  Euphrates,  all  the  land  of  the  Hit- 
tites,  and  unto  the  great  sea  toward  the  going  down  of  the 
sun,  sliall  be  your  coast. 

[Num.  34:  2—12.  Gen.  12:  7,  and  13:  14—17.  Ex.  6:  4, 
and  32:  13.] 

377.  Wickedness  and  predicted  dispersion  of  the  Jews. 

Dt.  28:  64  The  Lord  shall  scatter  thee  among  all  people 
from  the  one  end  of  the  earth  even  unto  the  other;  and 
there  thou  shalt  serve  other  gods,  which  neither  thou  nor  thy 
fathers  have  known,  even  wood  and  stone.  65  And  among 
these  nations  shalt  thou  find  no  ease,  neither  shall  the  sole  of 
thy  foot  have  rest:  but  the  Lord  shall  give  thee  there  a 
trembling  heart,  and  failing  of  eyes,  and  soitow  of  mind. 
66  And  thy  life  shall  hang  in  doubt  before  thee:  and  thou 
shalt  fear  day  and  night,  and  shalt  have  none  assurance  of  thy 

life. 
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2  K.  17:  6  In  the  ninth  year  of  Hoshea  the  king  of  Assyria 
took  Samaria,  and  carried  Israel  away  into  Assyria,  and  placed 
them  in  Halah  and  in  Ilabor  by  the  river  of  Gozan,  and  in  the 
cities  of  the  Medes.  18  Therefore  the  Lord  was  very  angry 
with  Israel,  and  removed  them  out  of  his  sight:  there  was 
none  left  but  the  tribe  of  Judah  only.  19  Also  Judah  kept 
not  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  their  Grod,  but  walked  in 
the  statutes  of  Israel  wliich  they  made.  20  And  the  Lord 
rejected  all  the  seed  of  Israel,  and  afflicted  them,  and  delivered 
them  into  the  hand  of  spoilers,  until  he  had  cast  them  out  of 
his  sight.  23  So  was  Israel  carried  away  out  of  their  own 
land  to  Assyria  unto  this  day. 

Ezk.  2:  3  He  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  I  send  thee  to  the 
children  of  Israel,  to  a  rebellious  nation  that  hath  rebelled 
against  me :  they  and  their  fathers  have  transgressed  against 
me,  even  unto  this  very  day.  7  Thou  shalt  speak  my  words 
unto  them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will  for- 
beai' :  for  they  are  most  rebellious.  —  5:  5  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  ;  This  is  Jerusalem ;  I  have  set  it  in  the  midst  of  the 
nations  and  countries  that  are  round  about  her.  6  And  she 
hath  changed  my  judgments  into  wickedness  more  than  the 
nations,  and  my  statutes  more  than  the  countries  that  are  round 
about  her :  for  they  have  refused  my  judgments  and  my  stat- 
utes, they  have  not  w^alked  in  them.  9  I  will  do  in  thee  that 
which  I  have  not  done,  and  w^hereunto  I  will  not  do  any  more 
the  like,  because  of  all  tliine  abominations.  —  9:  9  Then  said 
he  unto  me,  The  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel  and  Judah  is 
exceeding  great,  and  the  land  is  full  of  blood,  and  the  city  full 
of  perverseness :  for  they  say,  The  Lord  hath  forsaken  the 
earth,  and  the  Lord  seeth  not. 

Hos.  9:  1 6  Ephraim  is  smitten,  their  root  is  dried  up,  they 
shall  bear  no  fruit:  yea,  though  they  bring  forth,  yet  will  I  slay 
even  the  beloved /rwzV  of  their  womb.  17  My  God  will  cast 
them  away,  because  they  did  not  hearken  unto  him :  and  they 
shall  be  wanderers  among  the  nations. 

378.  Predicted  resuscitation^  reunion,  and  return  of  the  Jeivs  to  the  promised 
land,  with  peculiar  subsequent  prosperity. 

Is.  11:  11  It  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Lord 
shall  set  his  hand  again  the  second  time  to  recover  the  rem- 
nant of  his  people,  which  shall  be  left,  from  Assyria,  and  from 
Egypt,  and  from  Pathros,  and  from  Gush,  and  from  Elam, 
and  from  Shinar,  and  from  Hamath,  and  from  the  islands  of 
the  sea.  12  And  he  shall  set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nations, 
and  shall  assemble  the  outcasts  of  Israel,  and  gather  together

tlie  dispersed  of  Jadah  from  the  four  comers  of  the  earth.  13 
The  envy  also  of  Ephraim  shall  depart,  and  the  adversaries 
of  Jadah  shall  be  cut  off:  Ephraim  shall  not  envy  Judah,  and 
Jadah  shall  not  vex  Ephraim.  16  And  there  shall  bean  liigh- 
waj  for  the  renmant  of  his  people,  which  shall  be  lefl,  from 
Assyria;  like  as  it  was  to  Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came  up 
oat  of  the  land  of  Egypt  —  27:  6  lie  sliall  cause  them  tliat 
come  of  Jacob  to  take  root ;  Israel  shall  blossom  and  bud,  and 
fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  fruit  13  And  it  sliall  come  to 
pass  in  that  day,  that  the  great  trumpet  shall  be  blown,  and 
they  shall  come  which  were  ready  to  j)erish  in  the  land  of 
Assyria,  and  the  outcasts  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  shall  wor- 
ship the  LoBD  in  the  holy  mount  at  Jerusalem.  —  49:  22  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold,  I  will  lift  up  my  hand  to  the 
Gentiles,  and  set  up  my  standard  to  the  people :  and  they  sliall 
bring  thy  sons  in  t/teir  arms,  and  thy  daughters  shall  be  carried 
upon  their  shoulders.  23  And  kings  shall  be  thy  nursing 
£sithers,  and  their  queens  thy  nursing  mothers. 

Jer.  3:  17  At  that  time  they  shall  call  Jerusalem  the  throne 
of  the  Lord  ;  and  all  the  nations  shall  be  gathered  unto  it,  to 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  Jerusalem :  neither  shall  they  walk 
any  more  after  the  imagination  of  their  evil  heart.  18  In 
those  days  the  house  of  Judah  shall  walk  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  they  sliall  come  together  out  of  tlie  land  of  the 
north  to  the  laiid  that  I  have  given  for  i\n  inheritance  unto 
your  fathers. —  IG:  14  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  it  shall  no  more  be  said,  Tlie  Loud  liveth,  that  brought  up 
the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  I'^gypt.  15  But,  The 
Xx)RD  livetli,  that  brought  up  the  children  of  Israel  fiom  the 
land  of  the  north,  and  from  all  the  lands  whither  he  had  driven 
them:  and  I  will  bring  them  again  into  their  land  that  I  gave 
unto  their  fathers.  16  Behold,  I  will  send  for  many  fishers, 
saith  the  Lord,  and  they  shall  fish  them ;  and  after  will  I  send 
for  many  hunters,  and  they  sliall  hunt  them  from  every 
mountain,  and  from  every  liill,  and  out  of  the  holes  of  the 
rocks. 

Ezk.  20:  40  For  in  my  holy  mountain,  in  the  mountain  of  the 
height  of  Isra(}l,  saith  the  Lord  God,  there  sliall  all  the  house 
of  Israel,  all  of  them  in  the  land,  serve  me :  there  will  I  accept 
them,  and  there  will  I  require  your  offerings,  and  the  first 
fruits  of  your  oblations,  with  all  your  holy  things.  411  will 
accept  you  with  your  sweet  savor,  when  1  bring  you  out  from 
the  people,  and  gather  you  out  of  the  countries  wlierein  yo 
have  been  scattered;  and  I  will  be  sanctified  in  you  before  the 
heathen.    42  And  ye  sliall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  when  I 
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shall  bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel,  into  the  country  ybr  the 
which  I  lifted  up  my  hand  to  give  it  to  your  fathers.  —  34:  13 
I  will  bring  them  out  from  the  people,  and  gather  them 
from  the  countries,  and  will  bring  them  to  their  own  land, 
and  feed  them  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel  by  the  rivers, 
and  in  all  the  inhabited  places  of  the  country.  23  And  I 
^vill  set  up  one  Shepherd  over  them,  and  he  shall  feed  them, 
even  my  servant  David ;  he  shall  feed  them,  and  he  shall  be 
their  shepherd.  24  And  I  the  Lord  will  be  their  Grod,  and 
iny  servant  David  a  prince  among  them ;  I  the  Lord  have 
sjioken  it  25  And  I  will  malce  with  them  a  covenant  of 
peace,  and  will  cause  the  evil  beasts  to  cease  out  of  the  land : 
and  they  shall  dwell  safely  in  the  wilderness,  and  sleep  in  the 
woods.  26  And  I  will  make  them  and  the  places  round  about 
my  hill  a  blessing ;  and  I  will  cause  the  shower  to  come  down 
in  his  season ;  there  shall  be  showers  of  blessing.

28  And  they  shall  no  more 
be  a  prey  to  the  heathen,  neither  shall  the  beasts  of  the  land 
devour  them ;  but  they  sliall  dwell  safely,  and  none  shall  make 
them  afraid.  29  And  I  will  raise  up  for  them  a  plant  of  re- 
nown, and  they  shall  be  no  more  consumed  with  hunger  in  the 
land,  neither  bear  the  shame  of  the  heathen  any  more. — 
36:  1  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  unto  the  mountains 
of  Israel,  and  say.  Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  "hear  the  word  of 
the  Lord  :  2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  the  enemy 
hath  said  against  you,  Aha,  even  the  ancient  high  places  are 
ours  in  possession :  3  Therefore,  pro])hesy  and  say.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  have  made  you  desolate,  and 
swallowed  you  up  on  every  side,  that  ye  might  be  a  possession 
unto  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  ye  are  taken  up  in  the 
lips  of  talkers,  and  are  an  infamy  of  the  people  :  4  Therefore, 
ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God  ;  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  to  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to  the 
rivers,  and  to  the  valleys,  to  the  desolate  wastes,  and  to  the 
cities  that  are  forsaken,  which  became  a  prey  and  derision  to 
the  residue  of  the  heathen  that  are  round  about ;  5  Therefore 
thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Surely  in  the  lire  of  my  jealousy 
have  I  spoken  against  the  residue  of  the  heathen,  and  against 
all  Idumea,  which  have  appointed  my  land  into  tlieir  posses- 
8i6n  with  the  joy  of  all  their  heart,  with  despiteful  minds,  to 
cast  it  out  for  a  prey.  6  Prophesy  therefore  concerning  the 
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land  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  the  mountains,  and  to  the  hills,  to 
the  rivers,  and  to  the  valleys.  Thus  saith  tlie  Lord  God  ;  Be- 
hold, I  have  spoken  in  my  jealousy  and  in  my  fury,  because 
ye  have  borne  the  shame  of  the  heathen :  7  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  ;  I  have  lifted  up  mine  hand :  Surely  the 
heathen  that  are  about  you,  they  shall  bear  tlieir  shame. 
8  But  ye,  O  mountains  of  Israel,  ye  shall  shoot  forth  }our 
branches,  and  yield  your  fruit  to  my  people  of  Israel ;  for  they 
are  at  hand  to  come.  9  For  behold,  I  am  for  you,  and  I  will 
turn  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  be  tilled  and  sown :  10  And  I  will 
multiply  men  upon  you,  all  the  house  of  Israel,  even  all  of  it : 
and  the  cities  shall  be  inhabited,  and  the  wastes  shall  be 
builded:  11  And  I  will  multiply  upon  you  naan  and  beast; 
and  they  shall  increase  and  bring  fruit :  and  I  will  settle  you 
after  your  old  estates,  and  will  do  better  unto  you  than  at  your 
''beginnings  :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  aw  the  Lord.  12  Yea, 
I  will  cause  men  to  walk  upon  jo\x,even  my  people  Israel ;  and 
they  shall  possess  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  their  inheritance, 
and  thou  shalt  no  more  henceforth   bereave   them   of  men, 

13  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  they  say  unto  you, 
Thou  land  devourest  up  men,  and  hast  bereaved  thy  nations ; 

14  Therefore,  thou  shalt  devour  men  no  more,  neither  bereave 
thy  nations  any  more,  saitli  the  Lord  God.  lo  Neither  will  I 
cause  men  to  hear  in  thee  the  shame  of  the  heathen  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  bear  the  reproach  of  the  people  any  more, 
neither  shalt  thou  cause  thy  nations  to  fall  any  more,  saith  the 
Lord  God.  33  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  In  the  day  that  I 
shall  have  cleansed  you  from  all  your  iniquities  I  will  also 
cause  you  to  dwell  in  the  cities,  and  the  wastes  shall  be  builded. 
34  And  the  desolate  land  shall  be  tilled,  whereas  it  lay  deso- 
late in  the  sight  of  all  that  pa^ised  by.  o5  And  they  shall  say, 
This  land  that  was  desolate  is  become  like  the  garden  of  Eden ; 
and  the  waste  and  desolate  and  ruined  cities  are  become  fenced, 
and  ai'c  inhabited.  3G  Then  the  heathen  that  are  left  round 
about  you  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  build  the  ruined  places, 
and  plant  that  that  was  desolate :  I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it, 
and  I  will  do  it,  —  37:  1  The  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me, 
and  carried  me  out  in  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down 
in  the  midst  of  the  valley  which  was  full  of  bones,  2  And  caused 
me  to  pass  by  them  round  about :  and  behold,  there  were  very 
many  in  the  open  valley  ;  and  lo,  they  were  very  dry.  3  And 
he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  can  these  bones  live  ?  and  I  an- 
swered, O  Lord  God,  thou  knowest.

For 
Judah,  and  for  the  children  of  Israel  his  companions :  then 
take  another  stick,  and  write  upon  it,  For  Joseph,  the  stick  of 
Ephraim,  and/c^r  all  the  house  of  Israel  his  companions :  17 
And  join  them  one  to  another  into  one  stick ;  and  they  shall 
become  one  in  thy  hand.  18  And  when  the  children  of  thy 
people  shall  speak  unto  thee,  sajring.  Wilt  thou  not  shew  us  what 
thou  meanest  by  these?  19  Say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I  will  take  the  stick  of  Joseph,  which  is  in 
the  hand  of  Ephraim,  and  the  tribes  of  Israel  his  fellows,  and 
will  put  them  with  him,  even  with  the  stick  of  Judah,  and  make 
them  one  stick,  and  they  shall  be  one  in  my  hand.  20  And 
the  sticks  whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thy  hand  before 
their  eyes.  21  And  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  ;  Behold,  I  will  take  the  children  of  Israel  from  among 
the  heatlien,  whither  they  be  gone,  and  will  gather  them 
on  every  side,  and  bring  them  into  their  o^vn  land :  22  And 
I  will  make  them  one  nation  in  the  land  upon  the  mountains 
of  Israel ;  and  one  king  shall  be  Idng  to  them  all :  and  they 
shall  be  no  more  two  nations,  neither  shall  they  be  divided  into 
two  kingdoms  any  more  at  all :  23  Neither  shall  they  defile 
themselves  any  more  with  their  idols,  nor  Avith  their  detestable 
things,  nor  with  any  of  their  transgressions :  but  I  will  save 
tliem  out  of  all  their  dwelling-places,  wherein  they  liave 
sinned,  and  will  cleanse  tliem :  so  shall  tliey  be  my  people,  and 
I  will  be  their  God.  25  And  thev  shall  dwell  in  the  land  that 
I  have  given  unto  Jacob  my  servant,  wherein  your  fathers 
have  dwelt,  and  they  shall  dwell  therein,  even  they,  and  their 
children,  and  their  children's  children  for  ever :  and  my  ser- 
vant David  shall  he  their  prince  for  ever.  26  Moreover  I 
will  make  a  covenant  of  peace  with  them ;  it  shall  be  an  ever- 
lasting covenant  with  them :  and  I  will  place  them,  and 
multiply  them,  and  will  set  my  sanctuary  in  the  midst  of  them 
for  evermore.  27  My  tabernacle  also  shall  be  with  them: 
yea,  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
28  And  the  heathen  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  do  sanctify 
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Israel,  when  my  sanctuary  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  them  for 
evermore.  —  39:  24  According  to  their  uncleanness  and  accord- 
ing to  their  transgressions  have  I  done  unto  them,  and  hid  my 
-face  from  them.     25  Therefore  thus  saith   the   Lord   God  ; 
!Now  will  I  bring  again  the  captivity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy 
"upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be  jealous  for  my 
holy  name ;  28  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord 
their  God,  which  caused  them  to  be  led  into  captivity  among 
the  heathen :  but  I  have  gathered  them  unto  their  own  land, 
and  have  left  none  ot  them  any  more  there.     29  Neither  will 
I  hide  my  fece  any  more  from  them :  for  I  liave  poured  out 
my  Spirit  upon  the  house  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

Hos.  1:  10  Yet  the  number  of  the  cliildren  of  Israel  shall 
be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  which  cannot  be  measured  nor  num- 
bered ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  t/tat  in  the  place  where  it  was 
said  unto  them,  Ye  are  not  my  people,  there  it  shall   be  said 
unto  them,  Te  are  the  sons  of  the  living  God.     1 1  Then  shall 
the  children  of  Judah  and  the  children  of  Israel  be  gathered 
together,  and  appoint  themselves  one  head,  and  they  shall  come 
Up  out  of  the  land :  for  great  shall  be  the  day  of  JezreeL  — 
3:  4  For  the  children  of  Israel  shall  abide  many  days  without 
a  king,  and  without  a  prince,  and  without  a  sacrifice,  and  with- 
out an  image,  and  without  an  ephod,  and  tcithout  teraphim :  5 
Afterward  shall  the  children  of  Israel  return,  and  seek  the 
X<ORD    their  God,  and    David    their   king;  and    shall    fear 
"the  Lord  and  his  goodness  in  the  latter  days.  — 14:  5  I  will 
"be   as  the  dew  unto   Israel:  he   shall  grow  as  the  lily,  and 
<;ast    forth   his    roots    as  Lebanon.      6    His    branches    shall 
spread,  and  his  beauty  shall  be  as  the  olive  tree,  and  his 
smell  as  Lebanon.     7  They  that  dwell  under  liis  shadow  shall 
return ;  they  shall  revive  as  the  corn,  and  grow  as  the  vine : 
the  scent  thereof  shall  he  as  the  wine  of  Lebanon. 

Am.  9:  14  I  will  bring  again  the  captivity  of  my  people  of 
Israel,  and  they  shall  build  the  waste  cities,  and  inhabit  them  ; 
and  they  shall  plant  vineyards,  and  drink  the  wine  thereof ; 
they  shall  also  make  gardens,  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them.  15 
And  I  will  plant  them  upon  their  land,  and  they  shall  no  more 
be  pulled  up  out  of  their  land  which  I  have  given  them,  saith 
the  Lord  thy  God. 

Mic.  2:  12  I  will  surely  assemble,  O  Jacob,  all  of  thee ;  I 
will  surely  gather  the  remnant  of  Israel ;  I  will  put  them 
together  as  the  sheep  of  Bozrah,  as  the  flock  in  the  midst  of 
their  fold :  they  shall  make  great  noise  by  reason  of  the  muUi' 
tude  of  men.  13  The  breaker  is  come  up  before  them :  they 
have  broken  up,  and  have  passed  through  the  gate,  and  are 
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gone  out  by  it ;  and  their  king  shall  pass  before  them,  and  the 
Lord  on  tlie  head  of  them'. — 4:  6  In  that  day,  saith  the 
Lord,  will  I  assemble  her  that  halteth,  and  I  will  gather  her 
that  is  driven  out,  and  her  that  I  have  afflicted ;  7  And  I  will 
make  her  that  halted  a  remnant,  and  her  that  was  cast  far  off  a 
strong  nation  :  and  the  Lord  shall  reign  over  them  in  Mount 
Zion  from  henceforth,  even  for  ever. 

Zee.  10:  G  I  will  strengthen  the  house  of  Judah,  and  I  will 
save  the  house  of  Joseph,  and  I  will  bring  them  again  to  place 
them ;  for  I  have  mercy  upon  them :  and  they  shall  be  as 
though  I  had  not  cast  them  off:  for  I  am  the  Lord  their  God, 
and  will  hear  them.  7  And  they  of  Ephraim  shall  be  like 
amiglity  man,  and  their  heart  shall  rejoice  as  through  wine: 
yea,  their  children  shall  see  iV,  and  ]je  glad  ;  their  heart  shall 
rejoice  in  the  Lord.  8  I  will  hiss  for  them,  and  gather  them; 
for  I  have  redeemed  them :  and  th(;y  shall  increase  as  they 
have  increased.

Lk.  21:  24  They  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the  sword,  and 
shall  be  led  away  captive  into  all  nations :  and  Jerusalem  shall 
be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles 
be  fulfilled.

Jerusalem.  — 13:  8  It  shall  come  to  pass,  thai  in  all  the  land, 

saith  the  Lord,  two  parts  therein  shall  be  cut  off  and  die ;  but 

the  third  shall  be  left  therein.     9  And  I  will  bring  the  third 

part  through  the  fire,  and  will  refine  them  as  silver  is  refined, 

and  will  tiy  them  as  gold  is  tried:  they  shall  call  on  my  name,  and 

I  will  hear  them:  I  will  say,  It  w  my  people ;  and  they  shall 

say,  The  Lord  is  my  God.  — 14: 1  Behold,  the  day  of  the 

Lord  oometh,  and  thy  spoil  shall  be  divided  in  the  midst  of 

thee.

Is.  27:  7  Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those  that  smote 
him  ?  or  is  he  slain  according  to  the  slaughter  of  them  that  are 
slain  hy  him  ?  9  By  this  therefore  shall  the  iniquity  of  Jacob 
be  purged ;  and  this  is  all  the  fruit  to  take  away  his  sin ;  when 
he  maketh  all  the  stones  of  the  altar  as  chalk-stones  that  are 
beaten  in  sunder,  the  groves  and  images  shall  not  stand  up. 

Jer.  31:  1  At  the  same  time,  saith  the  Lokd,  will  I  be  the 
Grod  of  all  the  famihes  of  Israel,  and  they  shall  be  my  people.

20  Is  Ephraim  my  dear 
son  ?  is  ?ie&  pleasant  child  r  for  since  I  spake  against  him,  1 
do  earnestly  remember  him  still:  therefore  my  bowels  are 
troubled  for  him ;  I  will  surely  have  mercy  upon  him,  saith  the 
Lord.  31  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will 
make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of  Israel,  and  with  the 
house  of  Judah:  32  Not  according  to  the  covenant  that  I  made 
with  their  fathers,  in  the  day  that  I  took  them  by  the  hand  to 
bring  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  which  my  covenant  they 
brake,  although  I  was  a  husband  unto  them,  saith  the  Lord  : 
33  But  this  shall  be  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the 
house  of  Israel ;  After  those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put 
my  law  in  their  inward  parts,  and  write  it  in  their  hearts ;  and 
will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people.  34  And  they 
shall  teach  no  more  every  man  his  neighbor,  and  every  man 
his  brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord  :  for  they  shaU  all  know 
me,  from  the  least  of  them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  saith  the 
Lord  :  for  I  will  forgive  their  iniquity,  and  I  will  remember 
their  sin  no  more. — 33:  8  I  will  cleanse  them  from  aU  their 
iniquity,  whereby  they  have  sinned  against  me ;  and  I  will 
pardon  all  their  iniquities,  whereby  they  have  sinned,  and 
whereby  they  have  transgressed  against  me. 

Ezk.  36:  21  I  had  pity  for  mine  holy  name,  which  the  house 
of  Israel  had  profaned  among  the  heathen,  whither  they  went. 
22  Therefore,  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  I  do  not  this  for  your  sakes,  O  house  of  Israel,  but 
for  mine  holy  name's  sake,  which  ye  have  profaned  among  the 
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heathen,  whither  ye  went     23  And  I  will  sanctify  my  great 

name,  which  was  profaned  among  the  heathen,  which  ye  have 

profaned  in  the  midst  of  them ;  and  the  heathen  shall  know 

that  I  am  the  Loed,  saith  the  Lord  God,  when  I  shall  be 

sanctified  in  you  before  their  eyes.     24  For  I  will  take  you 

from  among  the  heathen,  and  gather  you  out  of  all  countries, 

and  will  bring  you  into  your  own  land.

27  And  I 

will  put  my  Spirit  within  you,  and  cause  you  to  walk  in  my 

statutes,  and  ye  shall  keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them,     28 

And  ye  shall  dwell  in  the  land  that  I  gave  to  your  fathers ; 

and  ye  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  your  God.     31  Then 

shall  ye  remember  your  own  evil  ways,  and  your  doings  that 

were  not  good,  and  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your  own  sight 

for  your  iniquities,  and  for  your  abominations.     32  Not  for 

your  sakes  do  I  this,  saith  the  Lofd  God,  be  it  known  unto 

you :  be  ashamed  and  confounded  for  your  OAvn  ways,  O  house 

of  Israel. 

Hos.  14:  4  I  will  heal  their  backsliding,  I  will  love  them 
fireely :  for  mine  anger  is  turned  away  from  him.  8  Ephraim 
shall  say,  What  have  I  to  do  any  more  with  idols? 

Mic  4:  2  Many  nations  shall  come,  and  say.  Come,  and  let 
us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Lord,  and  to  the  house  of  the 
God  of  Jacob ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we  will 
walk  in  his  paths :  for  the  law  shall  go  forth  of  Zion,  and  the 
word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem. 

Zee  12:  10  I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of  David,  and  upon

11:  15  If  the  casting  away  of  them  be  the  reconciling 
of  the  world,  what  shall  the  receiving  of  them  be,  but  life  from 
the  dead?  16  For  if  the  first  fruit  be  holy,  the  lump  is  also 
holy :  and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the  branches.  24  For  if 
thou  wert  cut  out  of  the  olive-tree  which  is  wild  by  nature, 
and  wert  graffed  contrary  to  nature  iuto  a  good  olive-tree,  how 
much  more  shall  these,  which   be  the  natural  hrarusheSf  be 
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graffed  into  their  own  oKve-tree  ?  25  For  I  would  not,  breth- 
ren, that  ye  should  be  ignorant  of  this  mystery,  (lest  ye  should 
be  wise  in  your  own  conceits)  that  blindness  in  part  is  happened 
to  Israel,  until  the  fulness  of  the  Grentiles  be  come  in.

383.  General  judgment  appointed. 

Ps.  50:  3  Our  Grod  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence : 
a  fire  shall  devour  before  him,  and  it  shall  be  very  tempestuous 
round  about  him.  4  He  shall  call  to  the  heavens  from  above, 
and  to  the  earth,  that  he  may  judge  his  people.  5  Gather  my 
saints  together  unto  me ;  tliose  that  have  made  a  covenant  with 
me  by  sacrifice.  6  And  the  heavens  shall  dedare  his  right- 
eousness :  for  God  ts  judge  himself. 

Mat  11:  24  I  say  unto  you.  That  it  shall  be  more  tolera- 
ble for  the  land  of  Sodom,  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for 
thee. 

Ac  17:  31  He  hath  appointed  a  day,  in  the  whidi  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  by  that  man  whcHn  he  hath 
ordained :  whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto  aU  men,  in 
that  he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead. — 24:  25  As  he  reasoned 
of  righteousness,  temperance,  and  judgment  to  come,  Felix 
trembled. 

Bom.  14: 10  Why  dost  thou  judge  thy  brother?  or  why  dost 
thou  set  at  nought  thy  brother  ?  for  we  shall  aU  stand  before 
the  judgment-seat  of  Christ  12  So  then  every  one  of  us 
shall  give  account  of  himself  to  Grod. 

2  Cor.  5: 10  We  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment-seat 
of  Christ ;  that  every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his 
body,  according  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad. 

2  Tim.  4:  1  I  charge  thee  therefore  before  Grod,  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  at 
his  appearing  and  his  kingdom. 

Heb.  9:  27  It  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after 
this  the  judgment. 

2  Pet  3: 7  The  heavens  and  the  earth,  which  are  now,  by 
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the  same  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the 
day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men. 

Jude  6  The  angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  left 
their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chains 
under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 

Rev.  20:  12  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  before 
God:  and  the  books  were  opened:  and  another  book  was 
opened,  which  is  the  hook  of  life :  and  the  dead  were  judged 
out  of  those  things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  according 
to  their  works.  13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  it ;  and  death  and  hell  delivered  up  tite  dead  which  were 
in  them :  and  they  were  judged  every  man  according  to  their 
works. 

384.  Design  of  the  geneial  judgment. 

Rom.  2:  5  After  thy  hardness  and  impenitent  heart,  treas- 
urest  up  unto  thyself  wrath  against  the  day  of  wrath,  and  rev- 
elation of  the  righteous  judgment  of  God. 

Jude  14  Enoch  also,  the  seventh  from  Adam,  prophesied 
of  these,  saying.  Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  thousand 
of  his  saints,  15  To  execute  judgment  upon  all,  and  to  con- 
vince all  that  are  ungodly  among  them  of  all  their  ungodly 
deeds  which  they  have  ungodly  committed,  and  of  all  their 
liard  speeches  which  ungodly  sinners  have  spoken  against  him. 

385.  T}i£  Judgment  dag  will  come  suddenly  and  unexpectedly. 

Mat.  24:  37  As  the  days  of  Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the  com- 
ing of  the  Son  of  man  be.  38  For  as  in  the  days  that  were 
before  the  flood,  they  were  eating  and  drinking,  marrying  and 
giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  ark, 
39  And  knew  not  until  the  flood  came,  and  took  them  all 
away:  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be. — 
25:  13  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  neither  the  day  nor  the 
hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  ^wmeth. 

Mk.  13:  32  Of  that  day  and  that  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no, 
not  the  angels  which  are  in  heaven,  neither  the  Son,  but  the 
Father.

403.  Lewdness  deceitful  and  alluring. 

Pr.  5:  3  The  lips  of  a  strange  woman  drop  as  a  honey-comb, 
and  her  mouth  i«  smoother  than  oil. — 6:  23  The  commandment 
ts  a  lamp;  and  the  law  is  light;  and  reproofs  of  instruction  are 
the  way  of  Hfe :  24  To  keep  thee  from  the  evil  woman,  from 
the  flattery  of  the  tongue  of  a  strange  woman.  25  Lust  not 
after  her  beauty  in  thy  heart ;  neither  let  her  take  thee  with 
her  eyeUds.

8  Their  tongue  is  as  an  arrow  shot  out ;  it  speaketh  deceit : 
one  speaketh  peaceably  to  his  neighbor  with  his  mouth,  but  in 
heart  he  layeth  his  wait.

from  the  people,  and*yro?w  the  Gentiles,  unto  whom  now  I  send 
thee,  18  To  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkness 
to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they  may 
receive  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  inheritance  among  them  which 
are  sanctified  by  faith  that  is  in  me. 

Rom.  12:  6  Having  then  gifts,  differing  according  to  the 
grace  that  is  given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us  prophesy^ 
according  to  the  proportion  of  faith;  7  Or  ministry,  let  us  wait 
on  our  ministering:  or  he  that  teacheth,  on  teaching:  8  Or  he 
that  exhoi*teth,  on  exhortation.

15  Wo  unto  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites !  for  ye  compass  sea  and  land  to  make  one  prose- 
lyte ;  and  when  he  is  made,  ye  make  him  two-fold  more  the 
child  of  hell  than  yourselves.

479.  Mankind  prone  to  mirth  —  nature  and  tendency  of. 

Job  21:  11  They  send  forth  their  little  ones  like  a  flock,  and 
their  children  dance.  12  They  take  the  timbrel  and  harp,  and 
rejoice  at  the  sound  of  the  organ.  13  They  spend  their  days 
in  wealth,  and  in  a  moment  go  down  to  the  grave.  14  There- 
fore they  say  unto  Gx>d,  Depart  from  us ;  for  we  desire  not  the 
knowledge  of  thy  ways. 

Pr.  14:  13  Even  in  laughter  the  heart  is  sorrowful ;  and 
the  end  of  that  mirth  is  heaviness.  —  21:  17  He  that  loveth 
pleasure  shaR  he  a  poor  man :  he  that  loveth  wine  and  oil  shall 
not  be  rich. 

Ec.  2: 1  I  said  in  my  heart.  Go  to  now,  I  will  prove  thee 
with  mirth;  therefore  enjoy  pleasure:  and  beh(dd,  this  also  M 
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vanity.  2  I  said  of  laughter,  It  is  mad :  and  of  mirth.  What 
doeth  it?  10  Whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired  I  kept  not  fix>m 
them,  I  withheld  not  my  heart  from  any  joy ;  for  my  heart 
rejoiced  in  all  my  labor :  and  this  was  my  portion  of  all  my 
labor.  11  Then  I  looked  on  all  the  works  that  my  hands  had 
wrought,  and  on  the  labor  that  I  had  labored  to  do :  and  behold, 
all  wax  vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit,  and  there  was  no  profit 
under  the  sun.  —  7:  2  It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourn- 
ing, than  to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting :  for  that  is  the  end  of 
all  men ;  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his  heart.  3  Sorrow  is 
better  than  laughter :  for  by  the  sadness  of  the  countenance 
the  heart  is  made  better.  4  The  heart  of  the  wise  is  in  the 
house  of  mourning ;  but  the  heart  of  fools  is  in  the  house  of 
mirth.  — 11:  9  Rejoice,  O  young  man,  in  thy  youth;  and  let 
thy  heart  cheer  thee  in  the  days  of  thy  youth,  and  walk  in 
the  ways  of  thine  heart,  and  in  the  sight  of  thine  eyes :  but 
know  thou,  that  for  all  these  things  Grod  will  bring  ihee  into 
judgn^ent.  10  Therefore  remove  sorrow  from  thy  heart,  and 
put  away  evil  from  thy  flesh:  for  childhood  and  youth  are 
vanity. 

Lk.  6:  25  Wo  unto  you  that  are  full !  for  ye  shall  hunger. 
Wo  unto  you  that  laugh  now !  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep. 

1  Cor.  10:  7  Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  were  some  of  them : 
as  it  is  written,  The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  rose 
up  to  play. 

2  Pet  2:  13  And  shall  receive  the  reward  of  unrighteous- 
ness, as  they  that  count  it  pleasure  to  riot  in  the  day-time. 
Spots  they  are  and  blemishes,  sporting  themselves  with  their 
own  deceivings  while  they  feast  with  you.

Come  up  hither;  than  that  thou 
shouldest  be  put  lower  in  the  presence  of  the  prince  whom 
thine  eyes  have  seen. 

Mat.  11:  29  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me :  for 
I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart ;  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto 
your  souls.  —  20:  26  It  shall  not  be  so  among  you :  but  who- 
soever will  be  great  among  you,  let  him  be  your  minister :  27 
And  whosoever  will  be  cMef  among  you,  let  him  be  your  ser- 
vant. 

Bom.  12:  3  I  say,  through  the  grace  given  unto  me,  to  every 
man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of  himself  more  highly 
than  he  ought  to  think;  but  to  think  soberly,  according  as  God 
hath  dealt  to  every  man  the  measure  of  faith.

484.  National  organizations  appointed.

32:  8  When  the  Most  High  divided  to  the  nations  their 
inheritance,  when  he  separated  the  sons  of  Adam,  he  set  the 
bounds  of  the  people  according  to  the  number  of  the  children 
of  Israel. 

485.  National  promises  and  favors  to  the  obedient. 

Ex.  19:  5  If  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep  my 
covenant,  then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure  unto  me  above 
all  people :  for  all  the  earth  is  mine :  6  And  ye  shall  be  unto 
me  a  kingdom  of  priests,  and  an  holy  nation. 

Lev.  26:  3  If  ye  walk  in  my  statutes  and  keep  my  com- 
mandments, and  do  them ;  4  Then  I  will  give  you  rain  in  due 
season,  and  the  land  shall  yield  her  increase,  and  the  trees  of 
the  field  shall  yield  their  fruit :  6  And  I  will  give  peace  in 
the  land,  and  ye  shall  lie  down,  and  none  shall  make  you 
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afraid :  and  I  will  rid  evil  beasts  out  of  the  land,  neither  shall 
the  sword  go  through  your  land.  7  And  ye  shall  chase  your 
enemies,  and  they  shall  fall  before  you  by  the  sword.  8  And 
hve  of  you  shall  chase  an  hundred,  and  an  hundred  of  you 
shall  put  ten  thousand  to  flight :  and  your  enemies  shall  fall 
before  you  by  the  sword.  9  For  I  will  have  respect  unto  you, 
and  make  you  fruitful,  and  multiply  you,  and  establish  my 
covenant  with  you.  10  And  ye  shall  eat  old  store,  and  bring 
forth  the  old  because  of  the  new.  11  And  I  will  set  my  taber- 
nacle among  you :  and  my  soul  shall  not  abhor  you.  12  And 
I  will  walk  among  you,  and  will  be  your  God,  and  ye  shall  be 
my  people. 

Dt.  4:  5  Behold,  I  have  taught  you  statutes,  and  judgments, 
even  as  the  Lord  my  God  commanded  me,  that  ye  should  do 
so  in  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it.  6  Keep  therefore 
and  do  them :  for  this  is  your  wisdom  and  your  understanding, 
in  the  sight  of  the  nations,  which  shall  hear  all  these  statutes, 
and  say.  Surely  this  great  nation  is  a  wise  and  understanding 
people.  40  Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes  and  his  com- 
mandments which  I  command  thee  this  day,  that  it  may  go 
well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after  thee,  and  that  thou 
mayest  prolong  thy  days  upon  the  earth,  which  the  Lord  thy 
God  giveth  thee,  for  ever.  —  28:  1  It  shall  come  to  pass,  if 
thou  shalt  hearken  diligently  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  observe  and  to  do  all  his  commandments  which  I  com- 
mand thee  this  day :  that  the  Lord  thy  God  will  set  thee  on 
high  above  all  nations  of  the  earth:  2  And  all  these  blessings 
shall  come  on  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  if  thou  shalt  hearken 
unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  3  Blessed  shalt  thou  be 
in  the  city,  and  blessed  shali  thou  be  in  the  field.  4  Blessed 
shaU  be  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  ground, 
and  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the 
flocks  of  thy  sheep.  5  Blessed  shall  be  thy  basket  and  thy 
store.  6  Blessed  shak  thou  be  when  thou  comest  in,  and 
blessed  shalt  thou  be  when  thou  goest  out.  7  The  Lord  shall 
cause  thine  enemies  that  rise  up  against  thee  to  be  smitten 
before  thy  face :  they  shall  come  out  against  thee  one  way, 
and  flee  before  thee  seven  ways.  8  The  Lord  shall  conmiand 
the  blessing  upon  thee  in  thy  store-houses,  and  in  all  that  thou 
settest  thine  hand  unto :  and  he  shall  bless  thee  in  the  land 
which  the  Lord  thy  Grod  giveth  thee.  9  The  Lord  shall 
establish  thee  a  holy  people  unto  himself,  as  he  hath  sworn  unto 
thee,  if  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  thy 
Grod,  and  walk  in  his  ways.  10  And  all  people  of  the  earth 
shall  see  that  thou  art  called  by  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  and 
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they  shall  be  afraid  of  thee.  11  And  the  Lord  shall  make 
thee  plenteous  in  goods,  in  the  fruit  of  thy  body,  and  in  the 
fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  ground,  in  the  land 
which  the  Lord  sware  unto  thy  fathers  to  give  thee.  12  The 
Lord  shall  open  unto  thee  his  good  treasure,  the  heaven  to 
give  the  rain  unto  thy  land  in  his  season,  and  to  bless  all  the 
work  of  thine  hand :  and  thou  shalt  lend  unto  many  nations, 
and  thou  shalt  not  borrow.  13  And  the  Lord  shall  make  thee 
the  head,  and  not  the  tail ;  and  thou  shalt  be  above  only,  and 
thou  shalt  not  be  beneath ;  if  that  thou  hearken  unto  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  I  command  thee  this 
day,  to  observe  and  to  do  them. 

Ps.  81:  13  Oh  that  my  people  had  hearkened  unto  me,  and 
Israel  had  walked  in  my  ways !  14  1  should  soon  have  sub- 
dued their  enemies,  and  turned  my  hand  against  their  adversa- 
ries.

486.  National  threats  and  calamities  for  disobedience. 

26:  14  If  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me,  and  will  not  do 
all  these  commandments ;  15  And  if  ye  shall  despise  my 
statutes,  or  if  your  soul  abhor  my  judgments,  so  that  ye  will 
not  do  all  my  commandments,  hut  that  ye  break  my  covenant: 
16  I  also  will  do  this  unto  you,  I  will  even  appoint  over  you 
terror,  consumption,  and  the  burning  ague,  that  shall  consume 
the  eyes,  and  cause  sorrow  of  heart :  and  ye  shall  sow  youi 
seed  in  vain ;  for  your  enemies  shall  eat  it.  17  And  I  will 
set  my  face  against  you,  and  ye  shall  be  slain  before  your  ene- 
mies :  they  that  hate  you  shall  reign  over  you,  and  ye  shall 
flee  when  none  pursueth  you.  18  And  if  ye  will  not  yet  foi 
all  this  hearken  unto  me,  then  I  will  punish  you  seven  times 
more  for  your  sins.  19  And  I  will  break  the  pride  of  your 
power ;  and  I  will  make  your  heaven  as  iron,  and  your  earth 
as  brass :  20  And  your  strength  shall  be  spent  in  vain :  for 
your  land  shall  not  yield  her  increase,  neither  shall  the  trees 
of  the  land  yield  their  fruits.  21  And  if  ye  walk  contrary 
unto  me,  and  will  not  hearken  unto  me,  I  will  bring  seven 
times  more  plagues  upon  you,  according  to  your  sins.  22  I 
will  also  send  wild  beasts  among  you,  which  shall  rob  you  <rf 
your  children,  and  destroy  your  cattle,  and  make  you  few  in 
number,  and  your  high-ways  shall  be  desolate.  23  And  if  yo 
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will  not  be  reformed  by  me  by  these  things,  but  will  walk  con- 
trary unto  me  ;  24  Then  will  I  also  walk  contrary  unto  you, 
nnd  will  punish  you  yet  seven  times  for  your  sins.  25  And  I 
will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,  that  shall  avenge  the  quarrel  of 
my  covenant :  and  when  ye  are  gathered  together  within  your 
cities,  I  will  send  the  pestilence  among  you  ;  and  ye  shall  be 
delivered  into  the  hand  of  the  enemy.  26  And  when  I  have 
broken  the  staff  of  your  bread,  ten  women  shall  bake  your 
Dread  in  one  oven,  and  they  shall  deliver  you  your  bread  again 
by  weight :  and  ye  shall  eat,  and  not  be  satisfied.  27  And  if 
ye  will  not  for  all  this  hearken  unto  me,  but  walk  contrary 
to  me :  28  Then  I  will  walk  contrary  unto  you  also  in  fury  ; 
and  I,  even  I,  will  chastise  you  seven  times  for  your  sins.  29 
And  ye  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  your  sons,  and  the  flesh  of  your 
daughters  shall  ye  eat  30  And  I  will  destroy  your  high 
places,  and  cut  down  your  images,  and  cast  your  carcasses 
upon  the  carcasses  of  your  idols,  and  my  soul  shall  abhor  you. 
31  And  I  will  make  your  cities  waste,  and  bring  your  sanc- 
tuaries unto  desolation,  and  I  will  not  smell  the  savor  of  your 
sweet  odors.  32  And  I  will  bring  the  land  into  desolation : 
and  your  enemies  which  dwell  therein  shall  be  astonished  at 
it.  33  And  I  will  scatter  you  among  the  heathen,  and  will 
draw  out  a  sword  after  you  :  and  your  land  shall  be  desolate, 
and  your  cities  waste.  34  Then  shall  the  land  enjoy  her  sab- 
baths, as  long  as  it  lieth  desolate,  and  ye  he  in  your  enemies' 
land :  even  then  shall  the  land  rest,  and  enjoy  her  sabbaths. 
35  As  Ion/;;  as  it  lieth  desolate  it  shall  rest ;  because  it  did  not 
rest  in  yror  sabbaths,  when  ye  dwelt  upon  it.  -36  And  upon 
them  that  are  left  alive  of  you,  I  will  send  a  faintness  into 
their  hearts  in  the  lands  of  their  enemies  ;  and  the  sound  of  a 
shaken  leaf  shall  chase  them ;  and  they  shall  flee,  as  fleeing 
from  a  sword ;  and  they  shall  fall  when  none  pursueth.  37 
Ajid  they  shall  fall  one  upon  another,  as  it  were  before  a 
iword,  when  none  pursueth :  and  ye  shall  have  no  power  to 
«tand  before  your  enemies.  38  And  ye  shall  perish  among 
the  heathen,  and  the  land  of  your  enemies  shall  eat  you  up. 
39  And  they  that  are  left  of  you  shall  pine  away  in  their  ini- 
quity in  your  enemies*  lands ;  and  also  in  the  iniquities  of  their 
fathers  shall  they  pine  away  with  them. 

Dt.  4:  25  When  thou  shalt  beget  children,  and  children's 
children,  and  ye  shall  have  remained  long  in  the  land,  and 
shall  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  a  graven  image,  or  the  like- 
ness of  any  thing,  and  shall  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 
thy  Grod,  to  provoke  him  to  anger,  26  I  call  heaven  and  earth 
to  witness  against  you  this  day,  that  ye  shall  soon  utterly  per- 
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ifih  from  off  the  land  whereunto  ye  go  over  Jordan  to  possess 
it :  ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days  upon  it,  but  shall  utterly  be 
destroyed.  27  And  the  Lord  shall  scatter  you  among  the 
nations,  and  ye  shall  be  lefl  few  in  number  among  the  heathen, 
"whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  you.  —  28: 15  It  shall  come  to 
pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  heai^en  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  observe  to  do  all  his  commandments  and  his  statutes 
which  I  command  thee  this  day ;  that  all  these  curses  shall 
come  upon  thee:  16  Cursed  skcdt  thou  he  in  the  city,  and 
cursed  Bhali  thou  he  in  the  field.  17  Cursed  shaJH  he  thy  bas- 
ket and  thy  store.  18  Cursed  shall  he  the  fruit  of  thy  body, 
and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the 
flocks  of  thy  sheep.  19  Cursed  5Aa&  thou  he  when  thou  comest 
in,  and  cursed  shaU  thou  he  when  thou  goest  out.  20  The 
Lord  shall  send  upon  thee  cursing,  vexation,  and  rebuke,  in 
all  that  thou  settest  thine  hand  unto  for  to  do^  until  thou  be  de- 
stroyed, and  until  thou  perish  quickly :  because  of  the  wicked- 
ness of  thy  doings  whereby  thou  hast  forsaken  me.  21  The 
Lord  shall  make  the  pestilence  cleave  unto  thee,  until  he  have 
consumed  thee  from  off  the  land,  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it.  22  The  Lord  shall  smite  thee  with  a  consumption, 
and  with  a  fever,  and  with  an  inflammation,  and  with 
im  extreme  burning,  and  with  the  sword,  and  with  blast- 
ing, and  with  mildew:  and  they  shall  pursue  thee  until 
thou  perish.  23  And  thy  heaven  that  is  over  thy  head  shall 
be  brass,  and  the  earth  that  is  unde^  thee  shaU  he  iron.  24 
The  Lord  shall  make  the  rain  of  thy  land  powder  and  dust : 
from  heaven  snail  it  come  down  upon  thee,  imtil  thou  be  de- 
stroyed. 25  The  Lord  shall  cause  thee  to  be  smitten  before 
thine  enemies :  thou  shalt  go  out  one  way  against  them,  and 
flee  seven  ways  before  them;  and  shalt  be  removed  into 
all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.  33  The  fruit  of  thy  land,  and 
all  thy  labors,  shall  a  nation  which  thou  knowest  not  eat  up : 
and  thou  shalt  be  only  oppressed  and  crushed  alway.  37  And  thou 
shalt  become  an  astonishment,  a  proverb,  and  a  by-word,  among 
all  nations  whither  the  Lord  shall  lead  thee.  38  Thou  shalt  car- 
ry much  seed  out  into  the  field,  and  shalt  gather  hui  little  in : 
for  the  locust  shall  consume  it. .  39  Thou  shalt  plant  vineyards 
and  dress  them,  but  shalt  neither  drink  of  the  wine,  nor  gather 
the  grapes :  for  the  worms  shall  eat  them.  40  Thou  shalt  have 
olive-trees  throughout  all  thy  coasts,  but  thou  shalt  not  anoir-t 
thyself  with  the  oil ;  for  thine  olive  shall  cast  his  fruit,  41 
Thou  shalt  beget  sons  and  daughters,  but  thou  shalt  not  eigoy 
them :  for  they  shall  go  into  captivity.  42  All  thy  trees  and 
fruit  of  thy  land  shaU  the  locusts  consume.  43  The  stranger 
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that  ts  within  thee  shall  get  up  above  thee  very  high ;  and  thou 
shalt  come  down  very  low.  44  He  shall  lend  to  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  not  lend  to  him :  he  shall  be  the  head,  and  thou  shalt 
be  the  taiL  45  Moreover,  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon 
thee,  and  shall  pursue  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  till  thou  be  de- 
stroyed :  because  thou  hearkenedst  not  unto  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  thy  Grod,  to  keep  his  commandments  and  his  statutes 
which  he  commanded  thee.  46  And  they  shall  be  upon  thee 
for  a  sign  and  for  a  wonder,  and  upon  thy  seed  for  ever.  47 
Because  thou  servedstnot  the  Lord  thy  God  with  joyfulness  and 
with  gladness  of  heart,  for  the  abundance  of  all  things ;  48 
Therefore  shalt  thou  serve  thine  enemies  which  the  Lord  shall 
send  against  thee,  in  hunger,  and  in  thirst,  and  in  nakedness, 
and  in  want  of  all  things :  and  he  shall  put  a  yoke  of  iron  upon 
thy  neck,  until  he  have  destroyed  thee.  58  K  thou  wilt  not 
observe  to  do  all  the  words  of  this  law  that  are  written  in  this 
book,  that  thou  mayest  fear  this  glorious  and  fearfiil  name, 
THE  LORD  THY  GOD ;  59  Then  the  Lord  wiU  make 
thy  plagues  wonderful,  and  the  plagues  of  thy  seed,  even  great 
plagues,  and  of  long  continuance,  and  sore  sicknesses,  and  of 
long  continuance.  62  And  ye  shall  be  left  few  in  number, 
whereas  ye  were  as  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude ;  because 
thou  wouldest  not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  63 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  the  Lord  rejoiced  over  you 
to  do  you  good,  and  to  multiply  you  ;  so  the  Lord  will  rejoice 
over  you  to  destroy  you  and  to  bring  you  to  nought ;  and  ye 
shall  be  plucked  from  off  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess 
it.  66  And  thy  life  shall  hang  in  doubt  before  thee  :  and  thou 
shalt  fear  day  and  night,  and  shalt  have  none  assurance  of  thy 
life :  67  Li  the  morning  thou  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were 
even !  and  at  even  thou  shalt  say.  Would  God  it  were  morn- 
ing !  for  the  fear  of  thine  heart  wherewith  thou  shalt  fear,  and 
for  the  sight  of  thine  eyes  which  thou  shalt  see. 

2  Ch.  24:  20  And  the  Spirit  of  God  came  upon  Zechariah 
the  son  of  Jehoiada  the  priest,  which  stood  above  the  people, 
and  said  imto  them.  Thus  saith  God,  Why  transgress  ye  the 
conunandments  of  the  Lord,  that  ye  cannot  prosper  ?  because 
ye  have  forsaken  the  Lord,  he  hath  also  forsaken  you.  21 
And  they  conspired  against  him,  and  stoned  him  with  stones  at 
the  commandment  of  the  king,  in  the  court  of  the  house  of  the 
Lord.  22  Thus  Joash  the  king  remembered  not  the  kindness 
which  Jahoiada  his  father  had  done  to  him,  but  slew  his  son. 
And  when  he  died,  he  said.  The  Lord  look  upon  it,  and  re- 
quire it,  23  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that 
the  host  of  Syria  came  up  against  him:  and  they  came  to 
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Jadah  and  JertisaJem,  and  destroyed  all  the  princes  of  the 
people  from  among  the  people,  and  sent  all  the  spoil  of  them 
unto  the  king  of  Damascus.  24  For  the  army  of  the  Syrians 
came  with  a  small  company  of  men,  and  the  Lord  delivered  a 
very  great  host  into  their  hand,  because  they  had  forsaken  the 
Lord  God  of  their  fathers.  So  they  executed  judgment 
against  Joash. 

Neh.  9:  25  They  took  strong  cities,  and  a  fat  land,  and  pos- 
sessed bouses  full  of  all  goods,  wells  digged,  vineyards  and  ofive- 
yards,  and  fioiit-trees  in  abundance :  so  they  did  eat,  and  were 
filled,  and  became  fat,  and  delighted  themselves  in  thy  great 
goodness.  26  Nevertheless,  they  were  disobedient,  and  re- 
belled against  thee,  and  cast  thy  law  behind  their  backs,  and 
slew  thy  prophets  which  testified  against  them  to  turn  them  to 
thee,  and  they  wrought  great  provocations.  27  Therefore  thou 
deliveredst  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  who  vexed 
them :  and  in  the  time  of  their  trouble,  when  they  cried  unto 
thee,  thou  heardest  them  from  heaven ;  and  according  to  thy 
manifold  mercies  thou  gavest  them  saviours,  who  saved  them 
out  of  the  hand  of  their  enemies.  28  But  after  they  had  rest, 
they  did  evil  again  before  thee :  therefore  leftest  thou  them  in 
the  hand  of  their  enemies,  so  that  they  had  the  dominion  over 
them :  yet  when  they  returned  and  cried  unto  thee,  thou  heard- 
est them  from  heaven ;  and  many  times  didst  thou  deliver  them 
according  to  thy  mercies :  29  And.  testifiedst  against  them,  that 
thou  mightest  bi-ing  them  again  unto  thy  law :  yet  they  dealt 
proudly,  and  hearkened  not  unto  thy  commandments,  but 
sinned  against  thy  judgments,  (which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live 
in  them ;)  and  withdrew  the  shoulder,  and  hardened  their  neck, 
and  would  not  hear.  30  Yet  many  years  didst  thou  forbear 
them,  and  testifiedst  against  them  by  thy  Spirit  in  thy  pro- 
phets :  yet  would  they  not  give  ear :  therefore  gavest  thou 
them  into  the  hand  of  the  people  of  the  lands. 

Jer.  44:  6  My  fury  and  mine  anger  was  poured  forth,  and 
was  kindled  in  the  cities  of  Judah  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusa- 
lem ;  and  they  are  wasted  and  desolate,  as  at  this  day.  7  There- 
fore now  thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel ;  Wherefore  commit  ye  this  great  evil  against  your 
souls,  to  cut  off  from  you  man  and  woman,  child  and  suckling, 
out  of  Judah,  to  leave  you  none  to  remain :  8  In  that  ye  pro- 
voke me  unto  wrath  with  the  works  of  your  hands,  burning  in- 
cense unto  other  gods  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  whither  ye  be  gone 
to  dwell,  that  ye  might  cut  yourselves  off,  and  that  ye  might 
be  a  curse  and  a  reproach  among  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  ? 
9  Have  ye  forgotten  the  wickednesss  of  your  fathers,  and  the 
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wickedness  of  the  kings  of  Judab,  and  the  wickedness  of  their 
wives,  and  your  own  wickedness,  and  the  wickedness  of  your 
wives,  whidi  they  have  committed  in  the  land  of  Judah,  and 
in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  ?  10  They  are  not  humbled  even 
unto  this  day,  neither  have  they  feared,  nor  walked  in  my  law, . 
nor  in  my  statutes,  that  I  set  before  you  and  before  your 
fathers.  11  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel ;  Behold,  I  will  set  my  face  against  you  for  evil,  and 
to  cut  off  all  Judah. 

39:  23  The  heathen  shall  know  that  the  house  of  Israel 
went  into  captivity  for  their  iniquity :  because  they  trespassed 
against  me,  therefore  hid  I  my  face  from  them,  and  gave  them 
into  the  haiid  of  their  enemies :  so  feU  they  all  by  the  sword.

gathered  themselves  together  against  me.

—  22:  6  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man ;  a  reproach  of 
men,  and  despised  of  the  people.  7  All  they  that  see  me 
laugh  me  to  scorn:  they  shoot  out  the  lip,  they  shake  the 
hesA^  saying,  8  He  trusted  on  the  Lord  that  he  would  deli- 
ver him  :  let  him  deliver  him,  seeing  he  delighted  in  him.  — 
81:  11  I  was  a  reproach  among  all  mine  enemies,  but  espe- 
cially among  my  neighbors,  and  a  fear  to  mine  acquaintance  : 
they  that  did  see  me  without  fled  from  me.  13  For  I  have 
heard  the  slander  of  many:  fear  was  on  every  side :  while 
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they  took  counsel  together  against  me,  they  devised  to  take 
away  my  life.  —  42:  10  As  with  a  sword  in  my  bones,  mine 
enemies  reproach  me ;  while  they  say  daily  unto  me.  Where 
is  thy  God  ?  —  44:  22  Yea,  for  thy  sake  are  we  killed  all  the 
day  long ;  we  are  counted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter.  —  64:  2 
Hide  me  from  the  secret  counsel  of  the  wicked;  from  the 
insurrection  of  the  workers  of  iniquity :  3  Who  whet  their 
tongue  like  a  sword,  and  bend  their  bcnvs  to  shoot  their  arrows, 
even  bitter  words :  4  That  they  may  shoo^  in  secret  at  the 
perfect :  suddenly  do  they  shoot  at  him,  and  fear  not.  —  69:  4 
They  that  hate  me  without  a  cause  are  more  than  the  hairs  of 
mine  head :  they  that  would  destroy  me,  being  mine  enemies 
wrongfully,  are  mighty :  then  I  restored  that  which  I  took  not 
away.  7  Because  for  thy  sake  I  have  borne  reproach :  shame 
hath  covered  my  face.  8  I  am  become  a  stranger  unto  my 
brethren,  and  an  alien  unto  my  mother's  children.  9  For  the 
zeal  of  thine  house  hath  eaten  me  up ;  and  the  reproaches  of 
them  that  reproached  thee  are  fallen  upon  me.  10  When  I 
wept,  and  chastened  my  soul  with  fasting,  that  was  to  my 
reproach.  19  Thou  hast  known  my  reproach,  and  my  shame, 
and  my  dishonor:  mine  adversaries  are  all  before  thee.  20 
Reproach  hath  broken  my  heart ;  and  I  am  full  of  heaviness : 
and  I  looked  for  some  to  take  pity,  but  there  was  none ;  and 
for  comforters,  but  I  found  none.  —  79:  4  We  are  become  a 
reproach  to  our  neighbors,  a  scorn  and  derision  to  them  that 
are  round  about  us.  —  89:  50  Remember,  Lord,  the  reproach 
of  thy  servants ;  how  I  do  bear  in  my  bosom  the  reproach  of 
all  the  mighty  people ;  51  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have 
reproached,  O  Lord  ;  wherewith  they  have  reproached  the 
footsteps  of  thine  anointed.  — 102:8  Mine  enemies  reproach 
me  all  the  day  ;  and  they  that  are  mad  against  me  are  sworn 
against  me. 

Dan.  7:  25  He  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most 
High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High,  and 
think  to  change  times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be  given  into 
his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and  the  dividing  of  time. 

Jn.  10:  20  And  many  o^  them  said,  He  [ChristJ  hath  a 
devil,  and  is  mad ;  why  hear  ye  him  ? 

Heb.  11:  36  Others  had  trial  of  cruel  mockings  and  scourg- 
ings,  yea,  moreover  of  bonds  and  imprisonment:  37  They 
were  stoned,  they  were  sawn  asunder,  were  tempted,  were 
slain  with  the  sword:  they  wandered  about  in  sheep-skins,  and 
goat-skins ;  being  destitute,  afflicted,  tormented ;  38  (Of  whom 
the  world  was  not  worthy :)  they  wandered  in  deserts,  and  in 
mountains,  and  in  dens  and  caves  of  the  earth. 
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Ultimate  Triumph  of  the  Persecuted  —  Persecutors  abated. 

Rev.  7: 14  I  said  unto  him,  Sir,  Thou  knowest.  And  he  said 
to  me,  These  are  they  which  came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and 
have  washed  their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of 
the  Lamb.     [See  68,  86,  467,  740.] 

512.  Ultimate  triumph  of  those  persecuted  for  righteousness*  sake. 

Ps.  64:  10  The  righteous  shall  be  glad  in  the  Lord,  and 
shall  trust  in  him  ;  and  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall  glory.  — 
68:  13  Though  ye  have  lien  among  the  pots,  yet  shall  ye  be  as 
the  wings  of  a  dove  covered  with  silver,  and  her  feathers  with 
yellow  gold. 

Mat.  5:  10  Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted  for  right- 
eousness' sake:  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  11 
Blessed  are  ye  when  7nen  shall  revile  you,  and  persecute  you, 
and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my 
sake.

14  The  wicked 
have  drawn  out  the  sword,  and  have  bent  their  bow,  to  cast 
down  the  poor  and  needy,  and  to  slay  such  as  be  of  upright 
conversation.  15  Their  sword  shall  enter  into  their  own 
heart,  and  their  bows  shall  be  broken. — 47:  3  He  shall  subdue 
the  people  under  us,  and  the  nations  under  our  feet. 
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Is.  41:  11  Behold,  all  thej  that  were  incensed  agamst  thee 
shall  be  ashamed  and  confounded :  they  shall  be  as  nothing ; 
and  they  that  strive  with  thee  shall  perish.  [12.]  —  51:  7 
Hearken  unto  me,  ye  that  know  righteousness,  the  people  in 
whose  heart  w  my  law;  fear  ye  not  the  reproach  of  men, 
neither  be  ye  afraid  of  their  revilings.

that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for  my  name's  sake,  said.  Let 
the  Lord  be  glorified :  but  he  shall  appear  to  your  joy,  and 
they  shall  be  ashamed.

Mai.  4:  2  Unto  you  that  fear  my  name,  shall  the  Sun  of 
righteousness  arise  with  healing  in  his  wings ;  and  ye  shall 
go  forth,  and  grow  up  as  calves  of  the  stall.  3  And  ye  shall 
tread  down  the  wicked;  for  they  shall  be  ashes  under  the  soles 
of  your  feet  in  the  day  that  I  shall  do  this,  saith  the  Lord  of 
^  hosts. 

Bom.  16:  20  The  Grod  of  peace  shall  bruise  Satan  under 
your  feet  shortly. 

2  Th.  1:  4  We  ourselves  glory  in  you  in  the  churches  of 
-Grod,  for  your  patience  and  faith  in  all  your  persecutions  and 
tribulations  that  ye  endure :  5  Which  is  a  manifest  token  of 
the  righteous  judgment  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  counted  worthy 
of  the  kingdom  of  Grod,  for  which  ye  also  suffer :  6  Seeing  it 
is  a  righteous  thing  with  God  to  recompense  tribulation  to  them 
that  trouble  you ;    7  And  to  you,  who  are  troubled,  rest  with 
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Indispensable.

David.  36  His  seed  shall  endure  for  ever,  and  his  throne  as 
the  sun  before  me.  37  It  shaU  be  established  for  ever  as  the 
moon,  and  as  a  faithful  witness  in  heaven. 

Pr.  4:  18  The  path  of  the  just  is  as  the  shining  light,  that 
shineth  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day. 

Is.  54:  10  The  mountains  shaU  depart,  and  the  hills  be 
removed;  but  my  kindness  shall  not  depart  from  thee,  neither 
bhall  the  covenant  of  my  peace  be  removed,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  hath  mercy  on  thee.  —  55:  3  Incline  your  ear,  and 
come  unto  me:  hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live:  and  I  will 
make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies  , 
of  David.

22: 81  The  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat :  32  But  I 
have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not :  and*  when  thou 
art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren. 

Jn.  17:  9  I  pray  for  them :  I  pray  not  for  the  worid,  but  for 
them  which  thou  hast  given  me ;  for  they  are  thine.  10  And 
all  mine  are  thine,  and  thine  are  mine ;  and  I  am  glorified  in 
them.  11  And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the  world,  but  these  are 
in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  thee.  Holy  Father,  keep  through 
thine  own  name  those  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that  they  may 
be  one,  as  we  are,  12  While  I  was  with  them  in  the  world,  I 
kept  them  in  thy  name :  those  that  thou  gavest  me  I  have  kept, 
and  none  of  them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdition ;  that  the 
scripture  might  be  fulfiUed.

17  Sanctify  them  through  thy 
Unth :  thy  word  is  truth.  18  As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the 
world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent  them  into  the  world.  19  And 
for  their  sakes  I  sanctify  myself,  that  they  also  might  be  sanc- 
tified through  the  truth.  20  Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone ; 
but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me  through  their  word : 
21  That  they  all  may  be  one ;  as  thou.  Father,  art  in  me,  and 
1  in  thee,  that  they  aJso  may  be  one  in  us :  that  the  world  may 
believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me. 
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Sealing  of  the  Spirit — Popery  predicted. 


Rom.  8:  84  Who  is  he  that  condemneth  ?  It  is  [is  it]  Christ 
that  died,  yea  rather,  that  is  risen  again,  who  is  even  at  the 
right  hand  of  God,  who  also  maketh  intercession  for  ns. 

Heb.  7:  25  He  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the  uttermost 
that  come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make  in- 
tercession for  them.  —  9:  24  Christ  is  not  entered  into  the  holy 
places  made  with  hands,  which  are  the  figures  of  the  true  ;  but 
into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us. 

517.  "  Sealing'^  and  " earnest  of  the  Spirit." 

Rom.  8:  23  Not  only  they,  but  ourselves  also,  which  have  the 
first-fruits  of  the  Spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan  within  our- 
selves, waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  vjit,  the  redemption  of  our 
body. 

2  Cor.  1:  21  He  which  establisheth  us  with  Jrou  in  Christ, 
and  hath  anointed  us,  is  God ;  22  Who  hath  also  sealed  us, 
and  given  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit  in  our  hearts. — 5: 5  He  that 
hath  wrought  us  for  the  selfsame  thing  is  Grod,  who  also  hath 
given  unto  us  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit. 

Ep.  1: 13  In  whom  ye  also  trusted,  after  that  ye  heard  the 
word  of  truth,  the  gospel  of  your  salvation :  in  whom  also, 
after  that  ye  believed,  ye  were  sealed  with  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
promise,  14  Which  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance  until  the 
redemption  of  the  purchased  possession,  unto  the  praise  of  his 
glory.  —  4:  30  Grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye 
are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption. 

2  Tim.  2:  19  The  foundation  of  God  standeth  sure,  having 
this  seal.  The  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his.     [See  21.] 

POPERY. 

518.  Popery  or  the  Romish  hierarchy  predicted. 

Dan.  7:  8  I  considered  the  horns,  and  behold,  there  came  up 
among  them  another  little  horn,  before  whom  there  were  three 
of  the  first  horns  plucked  up  by  the  roots :  and  behold,  in  this 
horn  were  eyes  like  the  eyes  of  man,  and  a  mouth  speaking 
great  things.  24  And  the  ten  horns  out  of  this  kingdom  are 
ten  kings  that  shall  arise :  and  another  shall  rise  after  them ; 
and  he  shall  be  diverse  from  the  first,  and  he  shall  subdue  three 
kings.  25  And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against  the  Most 
High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  Most  High,  and 
think  to  change  times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be  given  into 
his  hand  until  a  time  and  times  and  the  dividing  of  time.  2f 
But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  his  domin 
ion  to  consume  and  to  destory  it  unto  the  end. 
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Popery  predicted. 


2  Th.  2: 3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means :  for  thai 
day  shall  not  come,  except  there  come  a  falling  away  first, 
and  that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of  perdition ;  4  Who 
opposeth  and  exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is  called  God,  or 
that  is  worshipped;  so  that  he,  as  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple  of 
God,  shewing  himself  that  he  is  Grod.  5  Remember  ye  not, 
that  when  I  was  yet  with  you,  I  told  you  these  things  ?  6  And 
now  ye  know  what  withholdeth  that  he  might  be  revealed  in 
his  time.  7  For  the  mystery  of  iniquity  doth  already  work: 
only  he  who  now  letteth  ttnU  let,  until  he  be  taken  out  of  the 
way.  8  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord 
shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy 
with  the  brightness  of  his  coming :  9  JSven  kim,  whose  coming 
is  after  the  working  of  Satan,  with  all  power,  and  sigi^is,  and 
lying  wonders,  10  And  with  all  deceivableness  of  unright- 
eousness in  them  that  perish ;  because  they  received  not  the 
love  of  the  truth,  that  they  might  be  saved. 

1  Tim.  4: 1  The  Spirit  speadketh  expressly,  that  in  the  latter 
times  some  shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to  seducing 
spirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils ;  2  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy^ 
having  their  conscience  seared  with  a  hot  iron ;  3  Forbidding  to 
marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from  meats,  which  God  hath 
created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  of  them  which  believe 
and  know  the  truth. 

Rev.  13:  11  I  beheld  another  beast  coming  up  out  of  the 
earth,  and  he  had  two  horns  like  a  lamb,  and  he  spake  as 
a  dragon.  12  And  he  exerciseth  all  the  power  of  the  first 
beast  before  him,  and  causeth  the  earth  and  them  which  dwell 
therein  to  worship  the  first  beast,  whose  deadly  wound  was 
healed.  13  And  he  doeth  great  wonders,  so  that  he  mak- 
eth  fire  come  down  from  heaven  on  the  earth  in  the  sight  of 
men,  14  And  deceiveth  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth  by  the 
means  of  those  miracles  which  he  had  power  to  do  in  the  sight 
of  the  beast ;  saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  that  they 
should  make  an  image  to  the  beast,  which  had  the  wound  by  a 
sword,  and  did  live.  15  And  he  had  power  to  give  life  unto 
the  image  of  the  beast,  that  the  image  of  the  beast  should  both 
speak,  and  cause  that  as  many  as  would  not  worship  the  image 
of  the  beast  should  be  killed.  16  And  he  causeth  all,  both 
small  and  great,  rich  and  poor,  free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark 
in  their  right  hand,  or  in  their  foreheads;  17  And  that  no 
man  might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had  the  mark,  or  the  name 
of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his  name.  18  Here  is  wisdom. 
Let  him  that  hath  understanding  count  the  number  of  Uie 
beast:  for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man ;  and  his  number  is 
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hundred  threescore  <md  six.  — 17:  1  There  came  one  of  the 
seven  angels  which  had  the  seven  vials,  and  talked  with  me, 
saying  unto  me,  Come  hither ;  I  will  shew  unto  thee  the  judg- 
ment of  the  great  whore  that  sitteth  upon  manj  waters ;  2 
With  whom  the  kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornication, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  have  been  made  drunk  with 
the  wine  of  her  fornication.  3  So  he  carried  me  away  in  the 
spirit  into  the  wilderness :  and  I  saw  a  woman  sit  upon  a 
scarlet-colored  beast,  full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns.  4  And  the  woman  was  arrayed  in  pur- 
ple and  scarlet-color,  and  decked  with  gold  and  precious  stones 
and  pearls,  having  a  golden  cup  in  her  hand  full  of  abomina- 
tions and  filthiness  of  her  fornication :  5  And  upon  her  fore- 
head was  a  name  written,  MYSTERY,  BABYLON  THE 
GREAT,  THE  MOTHER  OF  HARLOTS  AND  ABOM- 
INATIONS OF  THE  EARTH.  6  And  I  saw  the  woman 
drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints,  and  with  the  blood  of 
the  martyrs  of  Jesus :  and  when  1  saw  her,  I  wondered  with 
great  admiration.  7  And  the  angel  said  unto  me.  Wherefore 
didst  thou  marvel  ?  I  will  tell  thee  the  mystery  of  the  woman, 
and  of  the  beast  that  carrieth  her,  which  hath  the  seven 
heads,  and  ten  horns.  18  And  the  woman  which  thou 
sawest  is  that  great  city,  which  reigneth  over  the  kings  of 
the  earth. 

519.   Was  Peter  made  head  of  the  apostles^  or  universal  bisJiop  7 

Mat.  16:  23  He  turned,  and  said  unto  Peter,  Gret  thee 
behind  me,  Satan ;  thou  art  an  offence  unto  me :  for  thou  savor- 
est  not  the  things  that  be  of  God,  but  those  that  be  of  men.  — 
20:  25  Jesus  called  them  unto  him,  and  said.  Ye  know  that  the 
princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  dominion  over  them,  and  they 
that  are  great  exercise  authority  upon  them.  26  But  it  shall 
not  be  so  among  you :  but  whosoever  will  be  great  among  you, 
let  him  be  your  minister ;  27  And  whosoever  will  be  chief 
among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant :  28  Even  as  the  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to 
give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

Ac.  8:  14  When  the  apostles  which  were  at  Jerusalem 
heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  of  God,  they 
sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John:  15  Who,  when  they  were 
come  down,  prayed  for  them  that  they  might  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost  — 15:  6  The  apostles  and  elders  came  together  for  to 
consider  of  this  matter.  7  And  when  there  had  been  much 
disputing,  Peter  rose  up  and  said  unto  them.  Men  and  brethren, 
je  know  how  that  a  good  while  agO;  God  made  choice  among 
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US,  that  the  Gentiles,  by  my  mouth,  should  hear  the  word  of 
the  gospel,  and  believe.  12  Then  all  the  multitude  kept 
silence,  and  gave  audience  to  Barnabas  and  Paul,  declaring 
what  miracles  and  wonders  God  had  wrought  among  the  Gen- 
tiles by  them.  13  And  after  they  had  held  their  peace,  James 
answered,  saying,  Men  and  brethren,  hearken  unto  me.  14 
Simeon  hath  declared  how  God  at  the  first  did  visit  the  Gen- 
tiles, to  take  out  of  them  a  people  for  his  name.  15  And  to. 
this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets ;  as  it  is  written,  16  After 
this  I  will  retura,  and  will  build  again  the  tabernacle  of  David 
which  is  fallen  down  ;  and  I  will  build  again  the  ruins  thereof, 
and  I  will  set  it  up :  17  That  the  residue  of  men  might  seek 
after  the  Lord,  and  all  the  Gentiles,  upon  whom  my  name  is 
called,  saith  the  Lord,  who  doeth  all  these  things.  18  Ejiown 
unto  God  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world. 
19  Wherefore  my  sentence  is,  that  we  trouble  not  them, 
which  from  among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God ;  20  But 
that  we  write  unto  them  that  they  abstain  from  pollutions  of 
idols,  andyrow  fornication,  and /rom  things  strangled,  and /rowt 
blood. 

1  Pet.  5:  1  The  elders  which  are  among  you  I  exhort,  who 
am  also  an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  sufierings  of  Christ,  and 
also  a  partaker  of  the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed. 

520.  Dreadful  end  of  Popery, 

Dan.  7:  11  I  beheld  then  because  of  the  voice  of  the  great 
words  which  the  horn  spake :  I  beheld  even  till  the  beast  was 
slain,  and  his  body  destroyed,  and  given  to  the  burning  flame. 
26  But  the  judgment  sliall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  his 
dominion  to  consume  and  to  destroy  it  unto  the  end. 

2  Th.  2:  8  Then  shall  that  Wicked  be  revealed,  whom  the 
Lord  shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his  mouth,  and  shall  de- 
stroy with  the  brightness  of  his  coming. 

Rev.  17:  16  The  ten  horns  which  thou  sawest  upon  the  beaat, 
these  shall  hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her  desolate  and 
naked,  and  shall  eat  her  flesh,  and  burn  her  with  fire.  —  18:  4 
I  heard  another  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  Come  out  of  her, 
my  people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins,  and  that  ye 
receive  not  of  her  plagues.  8  Therefore  shall  her  plagues 
come  in  one  day,  death,  and  mourning,  and  famine ;  and  she 
shall  be  utterly  bui*ned  with  fire :  for  strong  is  the  Lord  God 
who  judgethher. — 19: 1  After  these  things  I  heard  a  great  voice 
of  much  people  in  heaven,  saying,  Alleluia:  Salvation,  and 
glory,  and  honor,  and  power,  unto  the  Lord  our  God :  2  For 
true  and  righteous  are  his  judgments :  for  he  hath  judged  tto 
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great  whore,  which  did  corrupt  the  earth  with  her  fornication, 
and  hath  avenged  the  hlood  of  his  servants  at  her  hand.  3  And 
again  thej  said,  Alleluia.  And  her  smoke  rose  up  for  ever  and 
ever.  20  And  the  beast  was  taken,  and  with  him  the  false 
prophet  that  wrought  miracles  before  him,  with  which  he  de- 
ceived them  that  had  received  the  mark  of  the  beast,  and  them 
that  worshipped  lus  image.  These  both  were  cast  alive  into  a 
lake  of  fire  burning  with  brimstone. 


POVERTY. 

521.  EmU  of  poverty, 

Pr.  10:  15  The  rich  man's  wealth  %8  his  strong  city :  the  de- 
struction  of  the  poor  is  their  poverty.  — 14:  20  The  poor  v» 
hated  even  of  his  own  neighbor,  but  the  rich  ha^  many  friends. 
— 19:  7  All  the  brethren  of  the  poor  do  hate  him :  how  much 
more  do  his  friends  go  far  from  him  ?  he  pursueth  them  with 
words,  yet  they  are  wanting  to  him,  —  22:  7  The  rich  ruletb 
over  the  poor,  and  the  borrower  is  servant  to  the  lender. 

Ec.  9: 16  Then  said  I,  Wisdom  is  better  than  strength: 
nevertheless  the  poor  man's  wisdom  is  despised,  and  his  words 
are  not  heard. 

522.  Crod  pities  and  hdps  ike  poor, 

Dt  10:  18  He  doth  execute  the  judgment  of  the  fatherless 
and  widow,  and  loveth  the  stranger,  in  giving  him  food  and 
raiment. 

Job  5: 15  He  saveth  the  poor  from  the  sword,  from  their 
mouth,  and  from  the  hand  of  the  mighty.  16  So  the  poor  hath 
hope,  and  iniquity  stoppeth  her  mouth. 

Ps.  10: 14  Thou  hast  seen  it ;  for  thou  beholdest  mischief  and 
spite,  to  requite  it  with  thy  hand :  the  poor  committeth  himself 
unto  thee ;  thou  art  the  helper  of  the  fatherless.  17  Lord, 
thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  the  humble :  thou  wilt  prepare 
their  heart,  thou  wilt  cause  thine  ear  to  hear :  18  To  judge  the 
fatherless  and  the  oppressed,  that  the  man  of  the  earth  may 
no  more  oppress.  —  72:  12  He  shall  deliver  the  needy  when  he 
crieth :  the  poor  also,  and  him  that  hath  no  helper.  13  He 
shall  spare  the  poor  and  needy,  and  shall  save  the  souls  of  the 
needy.  14  He  shall  redeem  their  soul  from  deceit  and  vio- 
lence :  and  precious  shall  their  blood  be  in  his  sight.  —  102:  17 
He  will  regard  the  prayer  of  the  destitute,  and  not  despise  their 
prayer.  — 140:  12  I  know  that  the  Lord  will  maintain  the  cause 
of  the  afflicted,  wnd  the  right  of  the  poor.  — - 146:  9  The  Lord 
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preserveth   the  strangers ;    he   relieveth  the   fatherless    and 
widow :  but  the  way  of  the  wicked  he  turneth  upside  down.

32  And 
whosoever  speaketh  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be 
forgiven  him :  but  whosoever  speaketh  against  the  Holy  Ghost, 
it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in  this  world,  neither  in 
the  world  to  come. 

Mk.  3:  28  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  All  sins  shall  be  foi^ven 
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unto  the  sons  of  men,  and  blasphemies  wherewith  soever  they 
shall  blaspheme :  29  But  he  that  shall  blaspheme  against  the 
Holy  Ghost  hath  never  forgiveness,  but  is  in  danger  of  eternal 
damnation.

—  21:  8  The  fearful,  and  unbeheving,  and  the 
abominable,  and  murderers,  and  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers, 
and  idolaters,  and  all  hars,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
which  bumeth  with  fire  and  brimstone :  which  is  the  second 
death.     [See  287.] 

564.  Future  punishment  evinced  hy  death  in  impenitence. 

Gen.  19:  24  Then  the  Lord  rained  upon  Sodom  and  upon 
Gomorrah  brimstone  and  fire  fixjm  the  Lord  out  of  heaven.

18  For  if  the  inheritance  he  of  the 
law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise  :  But  Grod  gave  it  to  Abra- 
ham by  promise.  19  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law?  It 
was  added  because  of  transgressions,  till  the  seed  should 
come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made ;  and  it  was  ordained 
by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.

14  For 
by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified.  19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  20  By  a  new  and  living 
way,  which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the  vail,  that  is 
to  say,  his  fiesh. 

1  Pet,  1:  18  Forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  re- 
deemed with  corruptible  things,  as  silver  and  gold,  from  your 
vain  conversation  received  by  tradition  from  your  fathers ;  19 
But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ.

—  3:  21  But  now  the 
righteousness  of  God  without  the  law  is  manifested,  being 
witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets ;  22  Even  the  right- 
eousness of  God,  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  unto  all,  and 
upon  all  them  that  believe ;  for  there  is  no  difference.  —  5:  10 
If  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God  by  the 
death  of  his  Son ;  much  more,  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be 
saved  by  his  life.  1 1  And  not  only  so,  but  we  also  joy  in  Grod, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now  received 
the  atonement.  15  Not  as  the  offence,  so  also  is  the  free  gift. 
For  if  through  the  offence  of  one  many  be  dead,  much  more 
the  grace  of  God,  and  the  gift  by  grace,  which  is  by  one  man, 
Jesus  Christ,  hath  abounded  unto  many.  16  And  not  as  it 
was  by  one  that  sinned,  so  is  the  gift.  For  the  judgment  was 
by  one  to  condemnation,  but  the  free  gift  is  of  many  offences 
unto  justification.  17  For  if  by  one  man's  offence  death 
reigned  by  one ;  much  more  they  which  receive  abundance  of 
grace,  and  of  the  gift  of  righteousness,  shall  reign  in  life  by 
one,  Jesus  Christ.  18  Therefore,  as  by  the  offence  of  one 
jvdgmerU  came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation,  even  so  by  the 
righteousness  of  one  the  free  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justi- 
fication of  life.     19  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience  nmnj 
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were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  manj  be 
made  righteous.  20  Moreover  the  law  entered,  that  the  offence 
might  abound.  Eut  where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more 
abmind :  21  That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death,  even  so  might 
grace  reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life,  bj  Jesos 
Christ  our  Lord.  — 10:  3  They,  being  ignorant  of  Grod's  ri^t^ 
eousness,  and  going  about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness, 
have  not  submitted  themselves  unto  the  righteousness  of  God. 
4  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness  to  every 
one  that  believeth. 

Ep.  5:  2  Walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and 
hath  given  himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrii^oe  to  Grod  for 
a  sweet-smelling  savor.

617.  General  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

Job  19:  26  Though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body, 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God. 

Hos.  13:  14  I  will  ransom  them  from  the  power  of  the 
grave;  I  will  redeem  them  from  death:  O  death,  I  will  be  thy 
plagues,  O  grave,  I  will  be  thy  destruction. 

Lk.  20:  37  That  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  shewed  at 
the  bush,  when  he  calleth  the  Lord  the  Grod  of  Abraham,  and 
the  Grod  of  Isaac,  and  the  GU)d  of  Jacob.  38  For  he  is  not  a 
God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living. 

Jn.  5:  28  Marvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the 
which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  his  voice,  29  And 
shall  come  forth.  —  6:  40  This  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me, 
that  every  one  which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him,  may 
have  everlasting  life  :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day.

1  Cor.  G:  14  God  hath  both  raised  up  the  Lord,  and  will 
also  raise  up  us  by  his  own  power.  — 15:  21  Since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  22 
For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive.

618.     The  dead  raised  with  incornipfible  bodies. 

How  are  the  dead  raised 
up  ?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come?  36  Thou  fool,  that 
which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened  except  it  die  :  37  And  that 
which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall  be.  42 
So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corrup- 
tion, it  is  raised  in  incorruption :  43  It  is  sown  in  dishonor,  it 
is  raised  in  glory:  it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power: 
44  It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.  50 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorrup- 
tion. 52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  • 
trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  imd  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  53  For  thi^ 
corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  miist  put 
on  immortality.  54  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortal- 
ity, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written, 
Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

2  Cor.  5:  2  In  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring  to  be 
clothed  upon  with  our  house  which  is  from  heaven :  3  If  so  be 
that  being  clothed  we  shall  not  be  found  naked.  4  For  we 
that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan,  being  burdened :  not  for 
that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but  clothed  upon,  that  mortality 
might  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

Ph.  3:  20  Our  conversation  is  in  heaven ;  from  whence  also 
we  look  for  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ :  21  Who  shall 
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change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his

Gren.  4:  26  To  Seth,  to  him  also  there  was  bom  a  son ;  and 
he  called  his  name  Enos :  then  began  men  to  caJl  upon  the 
name  of  the  Loud. 

1  K.  18:  38  Then  the  fire  of  the  Lord  fell,  and  consumed 
the  burnt-sacrifice,  and  the  wood,  and  the  stones,  and  the  dust, 
and  licked  up  the  water  that  was  in  the  trench.  39  And  when 
all  the  people  saw  it,  they  fell  on  their  faces :  and  they  said, 
The  Lord,  he  is  the  God ;  the  Lord,  he  is  the  Grod. 

2  K.  23:  3  The  king  [Josiah]  stood  by  a  pillar,  and  made  a 
covenant  before  the  Lord,  to  walk  after  the  Lord,  and  to 
keep  his  commandments,  and  his  testimonies,  and  his  statutes, 
with  all  their  heart,  and  all  their  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of 
this  covenant  that  were  written  in  this  book.  And  all  the 
people  stood  to  the  covenant.  21  The  king  commanded  all 
the  people,  saying.  Keep  the  passover  unto  the  Lord  your 
Grod,  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  this  covenant.  22  Surely 
there  was  not  holden  such  a  passover  from  the  days  of  the 
judges  that  judged  Israel,  nor  in  all  the  days  of  the  kings  of 
Israel,  nor  of  the  kings  of  Judah. 

2  Ch.  30:  1 1  Divers  of  Asher  and  Manasseh  and  of  Zebulun 
humbled  themselves,  and  came  to  Jerusalem.  12  Also  in 
Judah  the  hand  of  God  was  to  give  them  one  heart  to  do  the 
commandment  of  the  king  [Hezekiah]  and  of  the  princes,  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord.  13  And  there  assembled  at  Jerusalem 
much  people  to  keep  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  in  the  second 
month,  a  very  great  congregation.  21  The  children  of  Israel 
ifiai  were  present  at  Jerusalem  kept  the  feast  of  unleavened 
bread  seven  days  with  great  gladness:  22  And  Hezekiah 
spake  comfortably  unto  adl  the  Levites  that  taught  the  good 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  :  and  they  did  eat  throughout  the  feast 
seven  days,  offering  peace-offerings,  and  making  confession  to 
the  Lord  God  of  their  fathers.  23  And  the  whole  assembly 
took  counsel  to  keep  other  seven  days :  and  they  kept  other 
seven  days  with  gladness.  26  So  there  was  great  joy  in  Jeru- 
salem :  for  since  the  time  of  Solomon  the  son  of  David  king 
of  Israel  tliere  was  not  the  like  in  Jerusalem.  27  Then  the 
priests  the  Levites  arose  and  blessed  the  people :  and  their 
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roice  was  heard,  and  their  prayer  came  t^j9  to  his  holy  dwelling- 
place,  even  unto  heaven. 

Neh.  8:  2  Ezra  the  priest  brought  the  law  before  the  con- 
gregation both  of  men  and  women,  and  all  that  could  hear  with 
understanding,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  seventh  month.  3 
And  he  read  therein  before  the  street  that  was  before  the 
water-gate  from  the  morning  until  mid-day,  before  the  men 
and  the  women,  and  those  that  could  understand ;  and  the  ears 
of  all  the  people  were  attentive  unto  the  book  of  the  law.  6 
And  Ezra  blessed  the  Lord,  the  great  God.  And  all  the 
people  answered.  Amen,  Amen,  with  lifting  up  their  hands : 
and  they  bowed  their  heads,  and  worshipped  the  Lord  with 
their  faces  to  the  ground.  9  And  Nehemiah,  which  is  the 
Tirshatha,  and  Ezra  the  priest  the  scribe,  and  the  Levites  that 
taught  the  people,  said  unto  all  the  people.  This  day  is  holy 
unto  the  Lord  your  Grod ;  mourn  not,  nor  weep.  For  all  the 
people  wept,  when  they  heard  the  words  of  the  law. 

Jer.  2:  2  Gro,  and  cry  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  ;  I  remember  thee,  the  kindness  of  thy  youth, 
the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after  me  in  the 
wilderness,  in  a  land  that  was  not  sown.  3  Israel  was  holiness 
anto  the  Lord,  and  the  first-fruits  of  his  increase. 

Ac.  2:  41  Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word,  were 
baptized :  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls.  42  And  they  continued  steadfastly  in 
the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread, 
and  in  prayers.  43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul :  and  many 
wonders  and  signs  were  done  by  the  apostles.  —  4:4  Many 
of  them  which  heard  the  word,  believed,  and  the  number  of  the 
men  was  about  five  thousand. — 5;  14  Believers  were  the  more 
added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes  both  of  men  and  women. — 8:  5 
Then  Philip  went  down  to  the  city  of  Samaria,  and  preached ' 
Christ  unto  them.  6  And  the  people  with  one  accord  gave 
heed  unto  those  things  which  Philip  spake,  hearing  and  seeing 
the  miracles  which  he  did.  7  For  unclean  spirits,  crying  with 
loud  voice,  came  out  of  many  that  were  possessed  with  them : 
and  many  taken  with  palsies,  and  that  were  lame,  were  healed. 
— 11:  19  They  which  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the  perse- 
cution that  arose  about  Stephen,  travelled  as  far  as  Phenice, 
and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch,  preaching  the  word  to  none  but  unto 
the  Jews  only.  20  And  some  of  them  were  men  of  Cyprus 
and  Cyrene,  which  when  thejA^ere  come  to  Antioch,  spake 
imto  the  Grecians,  preaching  the  Lord  Jesus.  21  And  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  them :  and  a  great  number  believed, 
and  turned  unto  the  Lord.    22  Then  tidings  of  these  things 
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came  unto  the  ears  of  the  church  which  was  in  JeruBalem :  and 
they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that  he  should  go  as  far  as  Antioch. 
23  Who,  when  he  came,  and  had  seen  the  grace  of  Grod,  was 
glad,  and  exhorted  them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  thej 
would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.  24  For  he  was  a  good  man,  and 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  of  faith:  and  much  people  was 
added  unto  the  Lord. — 14:  1  It  came  to  pass  in  Iconium,  that 
they  went  both  together  into  the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so 
spaike,  that  a  great  multitude,  both  of  the  Jews,  and  also  of  the 
Greeks,  believed.

Gren.  13:  10  Lot  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  beheld  all  the  plain 
of  Jordan,  that  it  wa^  well  watered  every  where,  before  the 
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Lord  destroyed  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  even  as  the  garden  of 
the  Lord,  like  the  land  of  Egypt,  as  thou  comest  unto  Zoar. 
1 1  Then  Lot  chose  him  all  the  plain  of  Jordan ;  and  Lot  jour- 
neyed east :  and  they  separated  themselves  the  one  from  the 
other.  12  Abram  dwelled  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  Lot 
dwelled  in  the  cities  of  the  plain,  and  pitched  his  tent  toward 
Sodom.  13  But  the  men  of  Sodom  were  wicked  and  sinners 
before  the  Lord,  exceedingly.

1  ^  But  Jeshurun 
waxed  fat,  and  kicked :  thou  art  waxen  fat,  thou  art  grown  thick, 
thou  art  covered  with  fatness;  then  he  forsook  God  which  made 
him,  and  lightly  esteemed  the  Rock  of  his  salvation. 

2  Ch.  26:  3  Sixteen  years  old  i^cwUzziah  when  he  began  to 
reign,  and  he  reigned  flfty  and  two  years  in  Jerusalem.  5  And 
lie  sought  God  in  the  days  of  Zechariah,  who  had  understanding 
in  the  visions  of  God :  and,  as  long  as  he  sought  the  Lord, 
God  made  him  to  prosper.  15  And  his  name  spread  far 
abroad ;  for  he  was  marvellously  helped,  till  he  was  strong.

18  Yea,  I  hated  all  my  labor  which  I  had  taken  under 
the  sun :  because  I  should  leave  it  unto  the  man  that  shall 
be  after  me.  19  And  who  knoweth  whether  he  shall  be  a  wise 
man  or  a  fool?  yet  shall  he  have  rule  over  all  my  labor  where- 
in I  have  labored,  and  wherein  I  have  shewed  myself  wise 
under  the  sun.  Tliis  ts  also  vanity.  5:10  He  that  love th  silver 
shall  not  be  satisfied  with  silver ;  nor  he  that  loveth  abundance 
with  increase :  this  is  also  vanity.  1 1  When  goods  increase,  they 
are  increased  that  eat  them :  and  what  good  is  there  to  the 
ot7ners  thereof,  saving  the  beholding  of  them  with  their  eyes.

What  man  shall  there  be  among  you,  that  shall 
have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath-day,  will 
he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out  ?  12  How  much  then  is  a 
man  better  than  a  sheep  ?  Wherefore  it  is  lawful  to  do  well 
on  the  sabbath-days.  13  Then  saith  he  to  the  man,  Stretch 
forth  thine  hand.  And  he  stretched  it  forth ;  and  it  was  re- 
stored whole,  like  as  the  other.

—  24:  20  Pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter,  neither 
on  the  sabbath-day.

Ac  13: 14  When  they  departed  from  Perga,  they  came  to 
Antiodi  in  Pisidia,  and  went  into  the  sjrnagogue  on  the  sab- 
bath-day, and  sat  down.  15  And  after  the  reading  of  the  law 
and  the  prophets,  the  rulers  of  the  synagogue  sent  unto  them, 
saying,  Ye  men  and  brethren,  if  ye  have  any  word  of  exhorta- 
tion for  the  people,  say  on.  16  Then  Paul  stood  up,  and  beck- 
oning with  his  hand,  said.  Men  of  Ismel,  and  ye  that  fear  God, 
give  audience.  42  And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of  the 
synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought  that  these  words  might  be 
preached  to  them  the  next  sabbath.  44  And  the  next  sabbath- 
day  came  almost  the  whole  city  together  to  hear  the  word  of 
God. — 15:  21  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him,  being  read  in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day.

To-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the  holy  sabbath  unto  the 
LfORD :  bake  that  which  ye  will  bake  to-day,  and  seethe  that  ye 
will  seethe ;  and  that  which  remaineth  over,  lay  up  for  you  to 
be  kept  until  the  morning.  24  And  they  laid  it  up  till  the 
morning,  as  Moses  bade :  and  it  did  not  stink,  neither  was 
there  any  worm  therein.  25  And  Moses  said.  Eat  that  to-day ; 
for  to-day  is  sl  sabbath  unto  the  Lord  ;  to-day  ye  shall  not 
find  it  in  the  field.  26  Six  days  ye  shall  gather  it ;  but  on  the 
seventh  day,  which  is  the  sabbath,  in  it  there  shall  be  none.

9  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor, 
and  do  all  thy  work :  10  But  the  seventh  day  ts  the  sabbath 
of  the  Lord  thy  Grod :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou, 
nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  maid- 
servant, nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy 
gates :  1 1  For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth, 
the  sea  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day : 
wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sabbath-day,  and  hallowed  it. 
— 23: 12  Six  days  thou  shalt  do  thy  work,  and  on  the  seventh 
day  thou  shalt  rest :  that  thine  ox  and  thine  ass  may  rest,  and 
the  son  of  thy  handmaid,  and  the  stranger,  may  be  refreshed. 
— 31: 13  Speak  thou  also  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  saying. 
Verily  my  sabbaths  ye  shall  keep :  for  it  is  a  sign  betweei^  me 
and  you  throughout  your  generations ;  that  ye  may  know  that 
I  am  the  Lord  that  doth  sanctify  you.  14  Ye  shall  keep  the 
sabbath  therefore :  for  it  is  holy  unto  you.  Every  one  that 
defileth  it  shall  surely  be  put  to  death :  for  whosoever  doeth 
any  work  therein,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  his 
people.  15  Six  days  may  work  be  done,  but  in  the  seventh  m 
the  sabbath  of  rest,  holy  to  the  Lord  :  whosoever  doeth  am/ 
work  in  the  sabbath-day  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  16 
Wherefore  the  children  of  Israel  shall  keep  the  sabbath,  to 
observe  the  sabbath  throughout  their  generations,  for  a  pe^ 
petual  covenant  17  It  is  a  sign  between  me  and  the  children 
of  Israel  for  ever :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and 
earth,  and  on  the  seventh  day  he  rested  and  was  refreshed. — 
34:  21  Six  days  thou  shalt  work,  but  on  the  seventh  day  thou 
shalt  rest :  in  earing-time  and  in  harvest  thou  shalt  rest  — 
35:  3  Ye  shall  kindle  no  fire  throughout  your  habitations  upon 
the  sabbath-day. 

Lev.  23:  3  Six  days  shall  work  be  done ;  but  the  seventh 
day  is  the  sabbath  of  rest,  an  holy  convocation :  ye  shall  do  no 
work  therein :  it  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  in  all  your  dwel- 
lings.— 26:  2  Ye  shall  keep  my  sabbaths,  and  reverence  my 
sanctuary :  I  am  the  Lord.

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flmd  that  the  Lobd  thy  God  brought  thee  out  thence  through  a 
mightj  hand  and  by  a  stretched-out  arm :  therefore  the  Lobd 
thy  Grod  commanded  thee  to  keep  the  sabbath-day. 

Jer.  17:  21  Thus  saith  the  Lobd  ;  Take  heed  to  yoarsdves, 
and  bear  no  burden  on  the  sabbath-day,  nor  bring  t^  in  by  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem ;  22  Neither  carry  forth  a  burden  out  of 
your  houses  on  the  sabbath-day,  neither  do  ye  any  work,  but 
hallow  ye  the  sabbath-day,  as  I  commanded  your  fathers.  [27.]

17:  24  It  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  diligently  hearken 
unto  me,  saith  the  Lobd,  to  bring  in  no  burden  through  the 
gates  of  this  city  on  the  sabbath-day,  but  hallow  the  sabbath- 
day,  to  do  no  work  therein ;  25  Then  shall  there  enter  into 
the  gates  of  this  city  kings  and  princes  sitting  upon  the  throne 
of  David,  riding  in  chariots  and  on  horses,  they  and  their 
princes,  the  men  of  Judah,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem :

17:  12  He  that  is  eight  days  old  shall  be  circumcised  ajnong 
you,  every  man-child  in  your  generations,  he  that  is  bom  in  the 
house,  or  bought  with  money  of  any  stranger  which  is  not  of 
thy  seed.  —  24:  2  Abraham  said  unto  his  eldest  servant  of  his 
house,  that  ruled  over  all  that  he  had,  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy 
hand  under  my  thigh :  3  And  I  will  make  thee  swear  bj  the 
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Lord,  the  Grod  of  heaven,  and  the  God  of  the  earth,  that  thou 
ehalt  not  take  a  wife  unto  mj  son  of  the  daughters  of  the 
Canaanites  among  whom  I  dwell :  4  But  thou  shalt  go  unto 
my  country,  and  to  my  kindred,  and  take  a  wife  unto  my  son 
Isaac  10  And  the  servant  took  ten  camels,  of  the  camels  of 
tiis  master,  and  departed ;  (for  all  the  goods  of  his  master  were 
in  his  hand,)  and  he  arose,  and  went  to  Mesopotamia,  unto  tho 
dty  of  Nahor. 

Job  31:  13  If  I  did  despise  the  cause  of  my  man-servant  or 
of  my  maid-servant,  when  they  contended  with  me ;  14  What 
then  shall  I  do  when  God  riseth  up  ?  and  when  he  visiteth, 
what  shall  I  answer  him  ?

his  ear  through  with  an  awl ;  and  he  shall  serve  him  for  ever. 

Lev.  25:  47  If  a  sojourner  or  a  sti-anger  wax  rich  by  thee, 
and  thy  brother  that  dweUeth  by  him  wax  poor,  and  sell  himself 
nnto  the  stranger  or  sojourner  by  thee,  or  to  the  stock  of  the 
stranger's  family :  48  After  that  he  is  sold  he  may  be  redeemed 
again ;  one  of  his  brethren  may  redeem  him :  49  Either  his 
uncle,  or  his  uncle's  son  may  redeem  him,  or  any  that  is  nigh  of 
kin  unto  him  of  his  family  may  redeem  liim ;  or  if  he  be  able, 
he  may  redeem  himself.  50  And  he  shall  reckon  with  him 
that  bought  him,  from  the  year  that  he  was  sold  to  him,  unto 
the  year  of  jubilee :  and  the  price  of  his  sale  shall  be  according 
unto  the  number  of  years,  according  to  the  time  of  an  hired 
snrvant  shall  it  be  with  him.

If  he  came  in  bj  himself,  he  shall  go  out  by  himself:  if  he  were 
married,  then  his  wife  shall  go  out  with  him.  4  If  his  master 
have  given  him  a  wife,  and  she  have  borne  him  sons  or  daugh- 
ters, the  wife  and  her  children  shall  be  her  master's,  and  he 
shall  go  out  by  himself. 

Lev.  25:  39  If  thy  brother  thai  dweUeth  by  thee  be  waxen 
poor, and  be  sold  unto  thee;  thou  shalt  not  compel  him  to 
serve  as  a  bond-servant:  40  Bui  as  an  hired  servant,  and 
as  a  sojourner  he  shall  be  with  thee,  and  shall  serve  thee  unto 
the  year  of  jubilee :  41  And  then  shall  he  depart  from  thee, 
both  he  and  his  children  with  him,  and  shall  return  unto  his 
own  family,  and  unto  the  possession  of  his  fathers  shall  he  re- 
turn. 42  For  they  are  my  servants  which  I  brought  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  they  shall  not  be  sold  as  bond-men. 
43  Thou  shalt  not  rule  over  him  with  rigor,  but  shalt  fear  thy 
God. 

Dt.  15:  12  K  thy  brother,  an  Hebrew  man,  or  an  Hebrew 
woman,  be  sold  unto  thee,  and  serve  thee  six  years ;  then  in  the 
seventh  year  thou  shalt  let  liim  go  free  from  thee.  13  And 
when  thou  sendest  him  out  free  from  thee,  thou  shalt  not  let 
him  go  away  empty :  14  Thou  shalt  furnish  him  liberally  out 
of  thy  flock,  and  out  of  thy  floor,  and  out  of  thy  wine-press : 
of  that  wherewith  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  blessed  thee  thou 
shalt  give  unto  him.  15  And  thou  shalt  remember  that  thou 
wast  a  bond-man  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the  Lord  thy  God 
redeemed  thee  :  therefore  I  conmiand  thee  this  thing  to-day. 
18  It  shall  not  seem  hard  unto  thee,  when  thou  sendest  him 
away  free  from  thee :  for  he  hath  been  worth  a  double  hired 
servant  to  thee,  in  serving  thee  six  years :  and  the  Lord  thy 
Grod  shall  bless  thee  in  sdl  that  thou  doest. 

2  K.  4:  1  There  cried  a  certain  woman  of  the  wives  of  the 
sons  of  the  prophets  unto  Elisha,  saying,  Thy  servant  my  hus- 
band is  dead ;  and  thou  knowest  that  thy  servant  did  fear  the 
Lord  :  and  the  creditor  is  come  to  take  unto  him  my  two  sons 
to  be  bond-men. 

Neh.  5:  2  There  were  that  ssdd,  We,  our  sons,  and  our 
daughters,  are  many :  therefore  we  take  up  com  for  thenij  that 
we  may  eat,  and  live.  5  Our  flesh  is  as  the  flesh  of  our 
brethren,  our  children  as  their  Ghildren :  and  lo,  we  bring  into 
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bondage  our  sons  and  our  daughters  to  be  servants,  and  some 
of  our  daughters  are  brought  into  bondage  already:  neither  m 
it  in  our  power  to  redeem  them  ;  for  other  men  have  our  lands 
and  vineyards. 

3.  Permanent  servants  were  of  the  heathen^  or  of  strangers^  and  not  HArews 

Lev.  25:  44  Both  thy  bond-men,  and  thy  bond-maids,  which 
thou  shalt  have,  shaU  he  of  the  heathen  that  are  round  about 
you;  of  them  shall  ye  buy  bond-men  and  bond-maids.  45 
Moreover,  of  the  children  of  the  strangers  that  do  sojourn 
among  you,  of  them  shall  ye  buy,  and  of  their  families  that 
are  with  you,  which  they  begat  in  your  land :  and  they  shall 
be  your  possession.  46  And  ye  shall  take  them  as  an  inherit- 
ance for  your  children  after  you,  to  inherit  them  for  a  posses- 
sion, they  shall  be  your  bond-men  for  ever:  but  over  your 
brethren  the  children  of  Israel,  ye  shall  not  rule  one  over 
another  with  rigor. 

678.  Mosaic  peaaUyfor  maiming  servants. 

Ex.  21: 20  If  a  man  smite  his  servant,  or  his  maid,  with  a 
rod,  and  he  die  under  his  hand ;  he  shsdl  be  surely  punished. 
21  Notwithstanding,  if  he  continue  a  day  or  two,  he  shall  not 
be  punished:  for  he  is  his  money.  26  And,  if  a  man  smite  the 
eye  of  his  servant,  or  the  eye  of  his  maid,  that  it  perish;  he 
shall  let  him  go  free  for  his  eye's  sake.

Dt.  23:  15  Thou  shalt  not  deliver  unto  his  master  the  ser- 
vant which  has  escaped  from  his  master  unto  thee :  16  He  shall 
dwell  with  thee,  even  among  you  in  that  place  which  he  shall 
choose  in  one  of  thy  gates  where  it  liketh  him  best :  thou  shalt 
not  oppress  him.  —  24:  14  Thou  shalt  not  oppress  a  hired 
servant  that  is  poor  and  needy,  whether  he  he  of  thy  brethren, 
or  of  thy  strangers  that  are  in  thy  land  within  thy  gates  :  15 
At  his  day  thou  shalt  give  him  his  hire,  neither  shall  the 
sun  go  down  upon  it,  for  he  is  poor,  and  setteth  his  heart 
upon  it :  lest  he  cry  against  thee  unto  the  Lord,  and  it  be  sin 
unto  thee. 

Jer.  22:  13  Wo  unto  him  that  buildeth  his  house  by  un- 
righteousness, -and  his  chambers  by  wrong;  that  useth  his 
neighbor's  sel^ice  without  wages,  and  giveth  him  not  for  his 
work. 

Col.  4:  1  Masters,  give  unto  your  servants  that  which  is  jusi 
And  eoual:  knowing  that  ye  also  have  a  Master  in  heaven.

729.  CensoriousnesSy  railing,  tale-bearing^  whispering^  backbitingy  dcmd&t^ 
and  other  sins  of  the  tongue  forbidden —  Threats. 

Lev.  19:  16  Thou  shalt  not  go  up  and  down  as  a  tale-bearer 
among  thy  people ;  neither  shalt  thou  stand  against  the  blood 
of  thy  neighbor ;  I  am  the  Lord. 

Ps.  101:  5  Whoso  privily  slandereth  his  neighbor,  him  will 
I  cut  off :  him  that  hath  an  high  look  and  a  proud  heart  will 
not  I  suffer.
